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PREFACE 


The writing of a history and genealogy of any large family. even if it only 
covers a period of a hundred years or so, is a long, hard, and tiresome task. 
However, if, as in the present case, the compiler is a member of the family whose 
ancestors and descendants are being sought, there is an interest and inspiration 
that will carry him along in spite of difficulties. disappointments, and weariness. 
The harder the undertaking and the farther away the information he seeks seems 
to be, the more eager he becomes. Then, too, the thought that he is doing some- 
thing for his fellow relative. and the future generations of his fainily, and the 
possibility that some one or more of the copies of the work he is writing, may last 
a few hundred years, and perhaps be discovered by some genealogist, who, like 
himself, may be seeking something concerning his forebears, is, I believe, one of 
the ereat incentives that induces a person to sometimes turn to this kind of work. 

The ideal genealogist must be one who is carefree and a seeker of events that 
happened in the long ago: who is able to travel and discover the old burial plot; 
dig up the fallen slab and copy the inscription that tells of the pioneer or war 
hero, who in his day thought not of fame or future glory: search out and 
copy musty records: reply to some excited or belated correspondent in a cheer- 
ful manner, and keep his temper at all times. Persistence, too, is a needed 
quality. : 

A busy man or woman should not engage in this occupation. It requires’ 
too close an application of the mind and efforts. I think most family genealogists 
are persons who have passed from business activities to idleness, and take up 
the task for the pleasure of having something to do and occupy the mind. 
Their reward is sure. 

The compiler of this RECORD has no apology to offer, neither does he 
elaim any special commendation for the work he has done. He has taken plenty 
of time, and has endeavored to be thorough, and has worked out the different 
lines of descent down to the very youngest of the present new generation, The 
tabulation-of all the families. and branches of families. he believes are nearly 
complete, only a few individuals have been left out for lack of data. He 
Sincerely hopes that there are few errors. His correspondents have been un- 
varyingly courteous and very willing to furnish the information asked for. Many 
have searched records, examined headstones, copied inscriptions, and even made 
an occasional long trip by team or auto, in an endeavor to get the facts needed 
to make this tabulation as complete as it is. 

As to the historical part, there is little real or documentary proof of what 
is written in, except family records and family tradition. It has come from 
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various sources: from the far West and its busy cities. and from the wheat farms 
of its vast plains. However, most of the information has been furnished by 
those families whose pioneer forefathers settled in the eastern and middle west- 
ern states. 

The compiler seems compelled to add. that while but little historical or 
political fame has come to his faimly, there is a certain fame or credit that be- 
longs to the name, and that is for sobriety. honesty. industry, and the recogni- 
tion of the Supreme Being. The three sons of the two immigrants who came 
to this country from Wales were men of the true pioneer type. who went into 
the wilderness, conquered it and made for theirs and themselves a home, and 
instilled into the minds of their children those qualities named above, which 
have lasted through all the generations down to the present. These are qualities 
that make a Christian home and a righteous life.

Foreword 


The first family tabulated in this RECORD is the family of Miles Georgia, 
ycungest son of William Georgia. one of the two imunigrant ancestors of all the 
Georgia family in America. Miles” family and descendants constitutes the 
largest branch. The second branch of the family, tabulated in this RECORD. 
is that of Elijah Burr (2nd). the oldest son of William Georgia. This is second 
in size. The third branch is the family of Elijah Burr « 3rd), son of Elijah Bury 
(Ist), and is the smallest branch of the Georgia family. 

The tabulation of the Miles Georgia family is found in BOOK ONE. That 
of Elijah Burr (2nd) in BOOK TWO. and that of Elijah Burr (3rd) in BOOK 
THREE. 

The two immigrant forefathers had small families. | William. had four 
children, of whom only two, Miles and Elijah Burr (2nd), married and had 
children. The other first forefather Elijah Burr (1st) had one son. Elijah Burr 
(3rd). From these descended all the Georgia family in America, which number, 
living and dead, (all lines of descent) nearly two thousand souls. 


EXPLANATION 


In each Section of this RECORD there will be found, first, Historical 
sketches of some, at least. of the older ones listed in that Section. On the next 
pages will come the Directory, of that Section. having the names of all the now 
(1924) living adult people named in that Section, and their last known post 
office address. After these, the pages on which the families belonging in that 
Section are tabulated. 

In BOOK ONE, the first Section is lettered O. This Section has the name 
of William Georgia, the oldest of the first two Georgia men to come to America, 
and his wife. Sarah (Cable) Georgia. Also the names of their four children, 
and the family of Miles. the youngest of the four. The succeeding Sections 
are lettered from A to N. Section A relates to the family and descendants of 
Salome (Georgia) Stilson, the oldest of the fourteen children of Miles and Sally 
(North) Georgia. Section B, of Willis, the second child, and so on to the last 
of the fourteen. In each Section. after the first family is tabulated. comes the 
family of the oldest child and all its descendants, if there are any, then the 
oldest child of this family and all its descendants, and so on until this family 
are tabulated. Then we go back to.the second child of the first family and carry 
these through in the same way, and so with the families of each of these children. 

As a guide in following the tabulation. a ~mall figure in brackets is placed 
after each child's name. that later has a family, which indicates the page of 
that same Section on which the family can be found. If there is no figure then 
there is no family. 

The numbered pages and Sections. referred to in the right hand column 
of every page and half-page. are for the purpose of cracing back to the grand- 
parents and great-grandparents of each family of children, as far as there is 
any reeord of their ancestors. 

At the top of each page and half-page. marked ‘‘ Family Names” that 
parent’s name is written on the top line who was the Georgia descendant, whether 
male or female. On the second line is written the name of the one marrying in 
the family. Maiden names of the wives are always given. Names of the children 
are written under those of the parents.

Historical account. 


THE GEORGIA FAMILY IN AMERICA 


It has been said, and with truth, that *tmost American families begin their 
genealogical tree with the stout-hearted emigrant who crossed the ocean forgetting 
to bring his family record with him. His oversight in this is of no great conse- 
quence in any case, but from the date of his arrival here it ought to be possible to 
trace the lineage of every family.” 

Fortunately for those interested in the genealogy and history of the Georgia 
family in America, we are able to trace from the immigrant forefathers of this 
family, each line of descent down to the youngest of each veneration, since the 
time these men came to this country. 

Two brothers, William and Elijah Burr Georgia, came to America from 
Wales, some time during the War of the Revolution. The traditions of the family 
differ somewhat as to the manner in which these men reached American shores. 
One account says that they were taken from their fishing-boat, off the coast oi 
Wales, by a British Man-oi-War and impressed as sailors, to serve during the war 
of Great Britain with her American colonies. That they lived in Milford Haven. 
Wales, and their names was Yhorgha. After crossiny the Atlantic, the vessel 
came to anchor in the harbor of Savannah, Georgia. Obtaining shore leave, the 
brothers promptly deserted; changed their names to Georgia: came North and 
settled in New Milford. Connecticut. 

The other story told to many of the family is. that one man only came to 
America. This was William, who it was said had become dissatisfied with con- 
ditions in his native land. and had decided to try his fortune in the New World. 
We are told that his father and grandfather were men of wealth, who owned and 
operated many silk mills, that they had large tracts of farm lands occupied by 
serfs. All of this, however, was of not sufficient interest to him. to keep him in 
that country. 

Both of these accounts are partly correst, us we know that two brothers did 
come to America, whether they came as prisoners-of-war or of their choice. we 
are not sure. But we know that these brothers. William end Elijah Burr Georgia, 
settled in New Milford, Connecticut. Soon after coming to this country, William, 
who was the oldest of the two, married Sarah Cable. They had four children, 
Elijah Burr (2d), born in 1779: William, Jv.. in 1781: Alia, in 1783, and Miles, 
in 1785. While these children were yet voung, the father, William, became home- 
sick and longed to go back to his native land. Ile wanted his wife and children to 
accompany him on his proposed return to Wales. His wife very naturally ob- 
jected to leaving her parents and friends to go to a land that he, himself, was 
once dissatisfied with. One day, after a discussion over the matter, he left the 
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house in a fit of temper, and walked away across the fields. and they never saw. or 
heard from, or of him again. At the time he left home he had a weaver’s shuttle 
in his hand and was dressed in a suit of white linen. The cloth for this suit was 
woven by himself, for he was a skilful weaver and had a loom in his house. 

Of how the mother managed to care for and rear her four children, we know 
nothing. Sarah Cable belonged to one of the best families in New Milford. and 
was a woman of fine character, a Christian. and well qualified to train her children 
in a proper manner. That they were well eared for and instructed, there is not 
the slightest doubt. for in all the vears of their lives they were noted for certain 
traits of character that must have been festered and cultivated while they were 
young. Some of their good qualities must be mentioned. such as industry. 
sobriety and rugged honesty. Right here it can be said that these good qualities 
have been inherited by their posterity down to the present time. Wherever you 
find a Georgia you will find a man or woman that is sober, honest. cheerful. and 
always busy. 

How long Elijah Burr Georgia (1st) remained in New Milford is not re- 
corded. In 1793 several families from New Milford moved to Meredith, Delaware 
County, New York. Among these early settlers of Meredith from Connecticut 
was Nathaniel Stewart, Daniel North, Nathan and Truman Stilson, and Oliver 
Dutton. It appears that Elijah Burr also came to Meredith about this time. In 
1796 he married Keziah Stewart. daughter of Nathaniel and Sarah Stewart. A 
history of the County. published in 1860, says that they. Elijah Burr Georgia 
and Keziah Stewart. were the first settlers of Meredith to marry. and that they 
eloped, but does not say where the marriage teok place. They had one son. 
named Elijah Burr, born in 1797, who was brought up by his grandparents. 
Nathaniel Stewart and wife. The boy grew up, and in time married Electa 
Saphronia Hill, and had six children. These children, except one, married and 
raised families whose children and grandchildren, with few exceptions, settled 
in Otsego and Delaware counties. (See Beok Three of this Record.) Of Elijan 
Burr Georgia (1st), the one who came from Wales. and his wife, we have no 
further knowledge. It was said that they later settled in North Hampton. 
Massachusetts, but of this was have no proof. and there has been found no de- 
scendant of theirs in that state. 

Of two of the children of William Georgia and Sarah Cable we have no later 
record. These were William and Alma, the second and third born. They may 
have died young or they may have become man and woman, but there is now ne 
trace of any descendant of either. if there ever were any. Surely it seems as 
though some one, of at least William’s posterity. must have appeared in this 
search for the Georgia family, which has been made in almost every state of the 
Union. 
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Elijah Burr (2nd), the oldest of the four children of William Georgia, was 
married in New Milford, Connecticut, to Keziah Tense. They had four children 
while they lived there. William G.. born in 1804: Nathaniel, in 1806; Elijah 
Burr (4th), 1808, and Miles R., in 1812. When Miles R.. the baby, was six 
weeks’ old the father and mother prepared to earry out their plan to journey to 
a new home they hoped to make in Newfield. Central New York, not many miles 
from the present city of Ithaca, Tompkins County. This was in February, 1513, 
the coldest season of the vear. Elijah B. was a rugged man, in the prime of 
life, and his wife a healthy courageous woman, and neither had any fears that 
they would not reach their destination in due time. anticipating no harin to the 
baby, or to the three older lads who were to go with them. It is also possible that 
Elijah’s mother, Sarah Cable-Georgia, accompanied the family on this trip to 
their new home. Of this we are not sure, but we know that later she was with 
them in Newfield, and died there. She was buried in a cemetery in Newfield, 
and a stone stands at the head of her grave on which is cut this inscription: 
**Sarah, relict of William Georgia, who died November 22nd, 1818. aged 69 
years.’ 

For this trip in mid-winter. Elijah and his wife must have made careful 
preparation. as at least part of the way, and after they had passed the eastern 
section of New York State. the roads led through a dense wilderness. and the 
distance to Newfield must have been 200 to 250 miles by the routes used at that 
time. They had a strong team of horses, a well built sleigh and plenty of furs 
and soft bedding so a comfortable warm place could be made for the mother and 
children. We can imagine that they packed in the sleigh many of the things 
they would need in their future home, and all the small tools there was room 
for. Surely an ax, saw and rifle were included. How lone they were on the 
way or what difficulties they encountered we do not know. We also wonder if 
they found good places to stop for the night. No doubt they carried all the food 
they could spare room for, as well as grain for the team. They probably stopped 
for a few days’ rest at Meredith, where -o many former New Milford people 
were then living. However, in time they came to the place where they were 
to make a home, and home it was to them for the remainder of their lives. 

In time the surrounding forest gave way to the untiring efforts of these 
pioneers. 


‘*His echoing ax the settler swung amid the sea-like solitude, 
** And rushing, thundering down were Huns the titans of the wood."’ 


After some years the log cabin was replaced by a more modern structure. 
One of his grand-nieces, who visited there with her parents years after, says in 
some writings she left: *‘ We visited our vreat-Uncle, Elijah Burr Georgia, who 
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lived in Newfield on a large farm having nice large buildings and lots of fruit. 
Such tall pear trees I never saw anywhere else. and there was a great variety of 
plums and apples.’’ So they prospered and other children were born until 
there were nine in all. (See Book Two of this Record.) 

In 1820 the First Baptist Church of Newfield was organized. and Elijah B. 
Georgia became one of its first deacons and nearly all of his children members. 
We find in later years many of the children and grandchildren interested mem- 
bers and workers of some church in the community where they were living. 

As to when Elijah B. died there appears to be no record. but it is known 
that he died some years after the death of his wife, which occurred January 2nd. 
1845. Both were buried in the cemetery at Newtield village. and a stone at the 
head of her grave has this inscription: **Kezia, wife of Elijah B. Georgia, diel 
January 2nd, 1845, aged 64 years. 4 months and 25 days.** On this lot, too, is 
the grave of his mother. which has been described on another page. 

Miles Georgia, the youngest son of William and Sarah Cable Georgia, seems 
to have remained in New Milford. Connecticut. with his mother. until he was 
about 20 vears of age. Then he went to Meredith, New York, where he met Sally 
North, whose father, Daniel North, and family, had been in Meredith since 1793. 
Miles and Sally were married in 1806. Whether they were married in Meredith, 
or Newfield, is not known. About this time several families from Meredith moved 
to the present town of Newfield. Among them were the Norths, and Stewarts, 
and Miles and his wife were with them. They began housekeeping at once, and 
it is supposed that they located at that time on the lands that became the farm 
where they lived so long, and where their 14 children were born. This farm lies 
in the town of Newfield, about one mile west of West Danby. It is now (1923) 
owned by Charles B. Fairchild, having been sold to him by Myron M. Tupper. 

When Miles and his young wife came there it was covered by the original 
forest trees, and a log house was their home. The fact that Miles had located 
here was, no doubt, a factor in inducing Elijah B. and his wife to leave the East 
and make that long journey in the dead of winter, in 1813. to take up lands 
within three miles of his brother. This land was west of that owned by Miles. and 
south-east of the village of Newfield, and is now (1923) owned by Alfred Olli. 

Besides clearing his own land and constructing new and up-to-date farm 
buildings, Miles made contracts for clearing other land. which seems to have 
been quite profitable, as he became the owner of a number of farms and other 
property. He was a man of medium height, strong and active, and few men could 
accomplish more than he. 

About the vear 1820 Miles was induced to move his family to Meredith, where 
he contracted to do this same kind of work. IIe soon found that the work of 

‘clearing land in that section of country was much more difficult and not so profit- 
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able, owing to the fact that the timber was mostly hard wood and not so easily 
handled. They remained in Meredith about a year and returned to Newtield. 

In 1807 their first child Salome was born. Willis was born in 1809, Polly 
in 1810. Harmon in 1512. and Miles, Jr. in 1814. Then other children came at 
intervals of from one to two and one-half years apart. Alma, Orson, Orrin, 
Niles, Elijah Burr, William, Sally. and David. Five vears after David, July 
Ist, 1833. Homer was born. Three months later, October 3rd. the wife and 
mother, Sally North Georgia. laid down the burden of life. and Miles was without 
a helpmate and his children motherless. She was buried at West Danby, in ” 
cemetery near the Methodist church, and a stone yet stands at the head of her 
grave which tells her name and date of death. That she had been a faithful. 
Christian wife and mother, there is not the least doubt. The children, who were 
then grown, were well reared and cared for, coming to man and womanhoud 
strong and healthy, the daughters being noted for their beauty and ability. 
When she died four of the oldest were married and the other ten all under 
twenty vears of age. Alma was nearly seventeen and probably yet at home. 
This was a trying time for the father, even with the help of the daughter: so 
after a year or two he married Letty Landen for his second wife. She brought 
with her three of her six children by a former marriage. In 1843. 10 vears after 
the death of Sally, Miles sold his farm, and with the family of his second wife. 
moved to Rollin, Michigan. By this time all of his children, but the youngest. 
were nearly grown, and all but four married. Salome was the first to marry, 
and died when her oldest girl was 18 years of age, at Mt. Morris, New York, where 
the family had lived a few years. 

After moving to Michigan he purchased a small farm where they lived for 
about 20 years. The records in the office of the County Clerk, at Ithaca, show 
that he at different times up to 1850 sold and conveyed several pieces of property. 
mostly farm lands in the towns of Danby and Newfield, so that doubtless he 
was well provided for in his declining years, 

In 1856 Miles made a trip to New York state, and visited some of his children. 
While on this visit he gave to one of his sons some data and facets concerning his 
father and mother. This data was recorded in an old diary and account book. 
and has greatly aided the compiler in vetting at certain family history. Previous 
to this. Miles had been very reluctant to talk much about his father, and seemed 
to feel disgraced because his father left his family in the, manner he did. 

Two letters have been preserved that Miles wrote to one of his grand- 
daughters. from Rollin, Michigan, in 1862 and 1863. | These letters reveal the 
kindly Christian character of the man, and his sorrow because of the war of the 
Rebellion, which was then in progress. In the last one he writes of his infirmities 
and of how little he was able to do. He also spoke of the fact that he was so far 
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separated from his children and kindred, and that there were none near enough 
to follow him to his last resting place. Ile says: ‘*I feel that Iam in a strange 
land and among strangers: denied the society of children, friends, and aequaint- 
ances, QO! that I eould have one to mark the spot of my grave! Ile then qnotes 
two verses from one of Watt's hymn :— 
‘“*Hear me, O God, nor hide thy face, 
But answer lest I «ie, 


Hast thou not built a threne of Grace 
To hear when sinuers ery? 


**My days are wasted like the smoke 
Dissolving in the air, 

My flesh is dried, my heart is broke 
And sinking in dispair.*’ 

“These two stanzas will express my feelings to vou better than ay other 
way.’’ This letter also indicated that he was still on his farm, but soon after left 
it and went to live with one of his wife’s daughters, who cared them as long as 
they lived. He died October 16th, 1569, a few years after the death of his second 
wife, aged 84 years.. He was buried in a cemetery at Rollin Center, Michigan, 
and a stone at the erave tells his name and the usual dates of birth and death. 

The history of the two men, Elijah Burr and Miles Georgia. as told in the 
foregoing lines, indicates that they and their wives were true pioneers and 
settlers. At the time they settled in that new country the land was covered by 
deep woods, and there were. years of the hardest kind of toil before them. This, 
it must not be forgotten. was at a time when the bear, wolf, panther, and other 
wild animals had not vet left the country: when it required courave and endur- 
ance to overcome the trials that were sure to come to them, This spirit of the 
pioneer so marked in these men and their wives was stronyly inherited by their 
children. In later years many of them made homes and farms for themselves 
out of other new lands which had hardly been touched by the settler’s ax. They, 
too, were in time blessed with generations of children and grandchildren, many 
of whom are now found at new pursuits and new ventures, in which they nearly 
always succeed, 

All these old pioneers have long since passed on. and are now sleeping ‘‘their 
last long sleep.’’ We say in the words of the poet: 

SLEEP, OLD PIONEER.

MILES GEORGIA

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Directory and Historical Account. 
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SALOME GEORGIA-STILSON 


Salome Georgia was born in Newfield, New York, January 27th, 1807. 
She was the oldest of the fourteen children of Miles and Sally (North) Georgia. 
When she was eighteen years of age she married Asahel Stilson. They began 
housekeeping in a small way as they had almost nothing at that time, but young 
Stilson and his wife were ambitious and not afraid to work. At the time of 
her marriage Salome’s parents had ten children, so doubtless her home training 
had been such as to qualify her as an economical cook and housekeeper. She 
is said to have been a very attractive girl, with brown hair, blue eyes and rosy 
cheeks. The memory of her pretty face is said to have been the reason why 
Asahel Stilson left home. as soon as he was twenty-one years of age, and walked 
the entire distance from Meredith. New York, to Newfield, where ber parents 
lived. He made a bargain with Salome’s father to help him in the work of 
clearing land, at which he was then engaged. Young Stilson had become ae- 
quainted with the family some three or four years previous. and had not for- 
gotten them. Like Jacob of old, he worked faithfully for Selome’s father for 
about two years, then they were married. 

They lived in Newfield nearly two years more and moved to Meredith. 
After living there for four years they went to Ridge, New York, a small town 
not far from Mount Morris. In a few years we find them again in Newfield, 
in partnership with Seymour A. Seely, clearing land on what was ealled the 
“‘windfall”* tract. After about two years. in 1842, they were forced to return 
to Mount Morris, to reoccupy the farm they had sold when they left for New. 
field. The purchaser had defaulted in his payments, besides removing the house 
from the property. A new house had to be built which Asahel did mostly him- 
self, at times when not employed by others. In the winter of 1543 and 184. 
a contagious and fatal disease appeared in the country surrounding Nunda, 
Ridge and Mount Morris. Some of the near relatives of Asahel became ill 
and Salome went to their assistance. She, too, contracted the disease and died 
within a few days. She was then the mother of two children, Phelena, aged 
seventeen and Harriett. six. Both were born in Newfield, the oldest during 
the second year of their marriage, and the youngest while they were there 
the last time. Phelena had married James F. Newton, about two years pre- 
vious to her mother’s death, and her first child died less than two montlis 
before Salome. Later other children came to this couple, and one of them, 
Arthur G. Newton, lives in Los Angeles, California. 

Asahel and his wife resolutely faced the situation wheu they returned to 
Mt. Morris, determined to regain their loss and yet make a home for them- 
selves. Both were active members of the Baptist church and lived Christian 
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lives. The new house was hardly completed. when death came to the wife and 
mother. This was a hard blow to Asahel and added to the already heavy load 
he was carrying. For about a year he paid for the care of the young girl, 
Harriett. Then he married Elsey Nelson, an estimable women about Salome ’s 
age. Their only child, a son, was born April 13th, 1846. This was Chester 
N. Stilson, who still lives on the old homestead which has been changed very 
much since the days that Salome and his father lived there Many acres of 
land have been added te the little farm and new buildings erected. The new 
house includes a part of the old house that Asahel built. The farm and build- 
ings as they are today, indicate the residence of a prosperous farmer. 

Mr. and Mis. Stilson have raised a family of five children. most of whom 
live near them. Mr. Stilson recalls with much pride that all his people are 
and have been a religious family. His grandfathers. on both sides, were Bap- 
tist deacons, as was his father, Asahel. Chester and his oldest son are both 
deacons in the Baptist church at Mt. Morris. which the family have attended 

“so many years. 

A short distance to the west of this farm house is a cemetery that was 
laid out in 1526. There. many of the Stilson family are buried. Salome, 
too, lies in this place by the side of her husband, after a short life of hard work 
and sacrifice. 

Harriett grew to womanhood, and in 1866 married Orange C. West. They 
had two children, Effie May and Willis Georgia West. The last named lives 
in St. Louis. Michigan. where he is a prominent citizen and business man, 
respected by all who know him. 


(NOTE—Since the above was written, Che-ter N. Stilson died at his home near Mt. Merris, 
aged 7S vears. He was a highly respected and intelligent man. All his life- 
time he hus resided on the farm where he was born and is buried in the little 
cemetery mentioned atove. Elis death occurred June 27th, 1924.)

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WILLIS GEORGIA 


Willis Georgia was the second child and oldest son of Miles and Sally 
(North) Georgia, and was born in 1809, January fourth. In the later years 
of his life he often spoke of the fact, that he was born in the same year that 
Abraham Lincoln was, and for years he carried an old copper one-cent piece 
that bore the date 1809. 

In 1828 he was married to Clarinda Wilson. Tle was nineteen vears of 
age and she eighteen. Ilis wife claimed the distinction of being a descendant 
of James Wilson, one of the signers of the Declaration of Independence. They 
began housekeeping at Miners Mills. Danby. This was a small hamlet near 
West Dandy, on what is now the farm of Andrew J. Snyder, where Willis was 
employed in a saw mill. Here four children were born, Harrison W., Albert 
W., Harriett B. and Louisa C. Then they moved on a farm farther up in 
the town of Danby, where Bears P. (who died in infancy: and George F. 
were born. In 1541, Willis purchased a farm lot in the town of Van Etten, 
on Langford Creek. This lot was nearly al! covered with heavy timber of 
pine. hemlock and maple. A log house was built in the midst, the family 
moved in and the work of clearing began. The forest soon feli away and broad 
fields took its place. This was their home many years, other children came 
until there were twelve in all. Ten of them grew up and lived to have families 
of their own. 

While they were farmers, the occupation of lumbering entered largely 
into their lives. At first this was mostly done on the home farm, but later 
contracts were made. and work of this kind done for other people. Willis. 
like most of his brothers. was a natural born lumberman, and lovel the work. 
His sons. when old enough, worked with him, and they, too, in time became lum- 
bermen and two at least, Harrison and Albert. were experts in their particular 
line of work. And so it is that we find many of the Georgia family as man- 
ufacturers of lumber and lumber products. 

While clearing operations went on, a certain portion of this tract was 
earefully preserved. where there was a heavy growth of hemlock, maple and 
other hardwoods. A new house was built and new commodicus barns put up. 
Apple and other fruit trees planted, and the farm soon became noted for its 
fine, thrifty appearance. Every year large quantities of maple sugar and 
syrup was made, from the five hundred original maple trees kept for that 
purpose. There were merry times in those days, when the sugar season came. 
and people for miles around often gathered there to enjoy their hespitality. 

While Willis and his wife were a busy and ambitious couple, they found 
time to visit their many relatives and friends. and were well known in all 
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that part of the eountry. Willis had a natural love for hunting and was an 
expert hunter, as game of all kinds was plenty at that time. Venison was often 
served at the family table. and many bear and other wild animals fell at the 
fire of his sure rifle. That old riffle, with its bullet pouch and powder horn, 
occupied a handy place in the kitchen, and many a hawk and wild prowler 
met their fate while attempting to plunder the well stocked poultry yard. 

All of the ten children, of Willis and Clarinda Georgiz, lived to marry 
and all but one had children and vrandchildren. The largest family is thee 
of George F., who married Ann E. Hawley. They had nine children and 
these with the grand and great-grandchildren now (1923) number forty-one 

Among the descendants of Willis and his wife. two may be mentioned 
as having attained distinction in public life. Willis Z. Georgia as Mayor of 
Olean, and Mark D. Dearborn, grandson of Louisa (Georgia) Dearborn, as 
Mayor of Roundup, Montana, at the age of thirty-two. In 1921 he was elected 
State Senator from his district. 

Willis Georgia lived to be eighty-three years of age, and is buried in one 
of the cemeteries at Olean. Three of his sons. who lived in and near Oiean, 
eared for him in his old age. He was one of the old vigorous type of men. 
who believed. like many of the Georgia descendants, in that divine command, 
given to the sons of Noah. that they go forth, multiply, subGne and replenish 
the earth. Clarinda died at the age of seventy vears, and is buried in Ever- 
green cemetery, Spencer, New York. 


HARRISON W. GEORGIA 


Harrison Wilson Georgia. the oldest son of Willis and Clarinda Georgia, 
was born in the town of Danby. New York. October 14th. 1829. His parents 
then lived at Miners Mills, not far from the present village of West Danby. 
When he was twelve vears old his father and mother, with their five children, 
moved from a farm in the town of Danby, to a new wilderness home in the 
town of Van Etten, on Langford creek. The boy, Harrison, was then con- 
sidered old enough to work and in the strenuous years that followed, he worked 
with his father clearing land, farming and lumbering. His education was ob- 
tained in the district schools during the short odd times he was not required 
to remain at work. In 1851 he married Almira M. Brooks, daughter of Zebulon 
and Amanda Brooks. They began housekeeping in a new frame house, on a 
portion of the old farm he had helped to clear. Here they lived for sixteen 
years and then moved to Pennsylvania, to engaye in the manufacture of lum- 
ber. They lived at Roaring Branch, Carpenters, Williamsport, Smethport. 
and lastly at State Line Mills. During this time he was engaged in different 
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lines of the business: wood work. mill operating under contract. and later work- 
ing in the large mills as filer of cireular saws. At Sinethport and State Line 
Mills, he was employed by Bullis Brothers, as long as they were in the lumber 
business at those points, and had charge of the filing rooms for several years. 

While living on their farin in New York state, seven children were born. 
Elnora, in 1853, Wilson in 1855, Mary in 1857, Willis in 3858, Edmund in 
1860, Maria in 1861, and Clara in 1864. Two of the boys, Wilson and Edniund, 
died in infancy. All the others grew up, married and are now (1923) living. 
Harrison kept the farm as long as he lived, never ceasing t» love it, and the 
place where his parents and their young family located, when he was a boy. 
In the last year of his life, while on a visit to his friends in New York state, 
he went to the old place and spent a long hour, visiting the scenes of those 
early days. 


“Tis nature's demanding, when sinking life’s sun, 
““To behold that dear spot where its journey begun.’’ 


This was a dear spot to him, and he spoke of it to his friends and told 
them of how much he enjoyed seeing the old familiar places. once more. He 
died June Ist, 1906, at State Line Mills, and is buried in the family plot in 
a cemetery at Portville. New York, not far from where he lived. His wife 
died about eight years previous, and is buried in the same beautiful place. 
All his life he had been an active man, strong and healthy. possessing a keen 
mind. Both he and his wife were members of the Baptist church in Smethport, 
Pennsylvania. Theirs was a religion of the old type. attending church when- 
ever possible, and insisting on a strict observance of the Sabbath day. They 
exerted an influence for good that will long be felt, and not forgotten by 
those that knew them.

‘“My father was a man of sterling worth, and lived a humble life of hard 
work and devotion to his family, giving his children every possible opportunity 
within his means for education and betterment. Ife even went so far as to 
insist on my quitting work in the saw mills where I was employed with him, 
and when my wages were needed to help in the support of the family, and 
go to the school term commencing in the fall of each year. I give father credit, 
largely, for my small success in life, from this fact of the schooling secured in 
this way, when a more greedy and grasping parent would keve only seen the 
small earning in‘sight, as against the future benefit to his children. That is 
the kind of a man father was; doing the very best for his *amily and others, 


according to his means and opportunities. 
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He served for years as deacon in the Baptist church at Van Etten, while 

a resident of that town. He joined the Order of Odd Fel'ows by becoming 

a member of the lodge at Roaring Branch, while a resident there. At the time 

of his death he was a member of the Smethport Lodze, No. 389, I. O. O. F., 

and Smethport Encampment, No. 273. I. O. O. F.. both located at Smethport. 
Siened, Wintis Z. GeorGta. 


ALBERT W. GEORGIA 


Albert W. Georgia. the second son of Willis and Clarinda ‘ Wilson) Georgia, 
was born August 25th. 1331. in the town of Danby. New York. His birth 
place was near West Danby, at Miners Mills. Ue married Emily Owen, 
December 31st, 1550. They began housekeeping soon after, in a new house 
he helped to build on the north part of his father’s farm, in the town of Van 
Etten. This part of the farm was called **the old fields.’ because of the fact 
that some ten or twelve acres had been cleared and improved for some years. 
even before his father purchased the lot. With this exception the entire 
property was covered with the cvriginal standing forest of pine. hemlock, anel 
hardwood trees. As soon as Albert was old enough he heined his father to 
clear the land and may have started ont to be a farmer. However, he seems 
to have changed his mind for it was not long before they left the new house, 
and moved to Bird Creek. Pennsylvania, not many miles from Elmira. New 
York. Here he operated a large steam cirewlar saw-mill. probably one of the 
first, of that type. in that part of the country, and began the manufacture of 
lumber. This kind of work was more to his liking and was the beginning of 
a long and successful career of saw-mill work, either as ewner or superin- 
tendent, in the lumbering districts of New York and Pennsylvania 

While living at Bird Creek. E. Willard. their oldest child, was born in 
1857. From here they went to Emporium, where in 1863 Susan Emily was 
born. Then to Sizerville, which was the birth place of the voungest girl, Alice. 
in 1865. From here they went to various places in the lunbering region of 
Pennsylvania, sometimes moving temporarily to some one of the many new 
lumber towns or camps. and at other times only going for a short time, as the 
oceasion might require. They seem to have relocated at Emporium, for a 
short time, as we find that some time in 1878, they moved from there to Bullis 
Mills, where they lived for six years, then to Olean, New York, where they 
lived the remainder of their lives. For a number of years he was employed by 
Bullis Brothers, who were then extensively engayed in the lumbering trade, 
and had mills at Smethport, Bullis Mills, Pa., and Carrollton. New York, and 
other places. These mills he had full charge of until the firm went out of busi- 
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ness. Later he was senior member of the firm of Georgia and Aylesworth. 
manufacturers of lumber, of Bullis Mills. and Endeavor, Pennsylvania. Ile 
was also member of the firm, Coleman and Georgia. saw-mill operators at Biz 
Shanty and Watsonville. 

In 1889, his wite died and later he married Mrs. Sarah D. Densmore, of 
Waverly, New York. For recreation, besides visiting relatives, he was a hunter 
and a keen sportsman. During the early years of his lumbering activities 
and while in the woods of Pennsylvania. game of all kinds was very plentiful, 
which gave him full epportunity for that kind of sport. It was his delight to 
relate some of his encounters with the timber wolves of the deep Pennsylvania 
forests. and of the many bear and deer. that had fallen before his rite. 

Ilis fraternal connections were: member of Olean Lodge No. 252, Free and 
Aecepted Masons, Olean Chapter No. 150, Royal Arch Masons, St. John’s Com- 
mandery No. 24. Knight Templar, Bleomsburg Consistory, S. P. R.S.. Ismalia 
Temple, A. A. O. N. M.S.) Being a member in good standing cf all these 
orders at the time of his death. He died February 2sth, 1904, and is buried 
on the family plot. in Mt. View Cemetery, Olean, New York. 


HARRIETT B. GEORGIA-BROOKS 


Harriett Banfield Georgia, was born in the town of Danby, New York, 
May 20th, 1833. She was the third child of Willis and Clarinda Georgia. They 
lived at Miners Mills. a group of dwellings surrounding a saw-imill, where her 
father was employed. About a mile away was the village of West Danby, 
which then consisted of only a few houses. two churches, post office and school 
house. In an autobiography. that she wrote many years avo, she relates her 
remembrance of those days while she was very young: of her fear of the terrible 
things that might be lurking in the near-by woods and swamps. But later 
when the family was moving to the wild lot in the town of Van Etten her 
troubles seemed to have reached the limit. She was then eight vears of age, 
and she was so impressed with the dangers of that long hill climb, and the deep 
woods through whieh the rough road found its way, that she begged her father 
and mother to allow her to return to the old home where she ti:ought she would 
be glad to remain, even alone. Iler fears were hardly quieted when, after what 
seemed to her many long miles of travel, she found that the new house for them 
was built of logs, with the forest trees of tall pine, hemlock and maple, crowd- 
ing so near and so thick as to shut out the sun, making the place, to her at 
least, most dark and dismal. However in time she came to love the new home, 
as the woods were soon cleared away, a new house built, and many of the con- 
veniences added. She well remembered, when only five years of age, when a 
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cook stove Was first brought to the house. Previous to that fire-places were used 
for cooking as well as for heating purposes. And even for years after. the 
fire-place. together with the bake-oven. was considered quite necessary for the 
health and welfare of the family. 

When she was fourteen years of age, she was fitted out ‘vith a new attire. 
as became young girls at that time, that she might attend a reception to be 
given to her Aunt Dorcas Wilson, and Ansel H. Dutton. soon after their mar- 
riage. Of the wedding, which her parents attended. while she and her brothers 
and sisters remained at home, she describes as being qnite a large affair, with 
forty guests. Rev. Charles A. Fox was the officiating clergyman. It was held 
at the home of the bride’s mother, Avnes Banfield-Wilson. widow of John 
Wilson. At the reception, too, were many yuests. youns and old. She men- 
tions some of those present as she remembered them: Benjamin Cowell, and 
sister Melissa. who later married Liman Iueg. Cameron Vorhis and sister 
Phoebe, John Dutton. brother of the bridegroom. and Betsey Hugg. At this 
affair, which occurred January 19th, 1847. there was a big feast nearly equal 
to that of the wedding."and much merriment, all of which ereatly impressed 
the girl Harriett, and she enjoyed it to the fullest extent. 

After this she tells of the many happy times that came to her, when the 
young people met there and especially in the maple sugar season. when old 
as well as young came to enjoy the sweet feasts so freely prepared. She tells, 
too, of the customs of the young people of those days: the long rides by car- 
riage and occasional horseback, to the near towns and cities: of the hotel wed- 
ding of her brother, Albert, to Emily Owen, which took place December 31st. 
1850, at Van Ettenville. The Rev. McDowell was the minister, and eight 
young people witnesses. Then of the drive to East Waverly: the return the 
next day by way of Halsey Valley. where the party had dinner, finishing the 
trip on the first day of the new year. in the evening.. 

Then she writes of the events of her own wedding day, when she was ar- 
rayed in a suit of white and white ribbons, and no colors except the red roses 
that she wore in her hair and carried in her hands. This outfit was entirely 
to her liking, as always did she love the pure clean things of life. The wedding 
oceurred on the 30th day of September, 1851, when she was married to George 
Brooks, by the Rev. McDowell, at her home where a large number ef guests 
were present. The bridegroom wore a black cut-away suit and. when they left 
the house. a black silk hat, as was the custom in those days. The tables were 
loaded with many good things to eat and there was the usual gay time. She 
gives the names of-some of those present. Besides her own family, which in- 
eluded her married brother and wife. Albert and Emily Georgia, there was 
Zebulon and Amanda Brooks, parents of the bridegroom, his Uncle David 
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Brooks and wife Maria, his two brothers, Edmund and Danicl. with their sister 
Almira. The bride’s three aunts and their husbands, Dorcas and Ansel Dutton, 
Polly and Elijah Thornton. Betsey and Enos Spaulding. Then there were 
cousins and other young people. Willard, Esther and Phoebe Weshburn, Nathan 
and Polly Dearborn, Eliza Cowell, Susan and William Owen. As an incident 
of the day, she says that when they were about ready for the ceremony, two 
carriages drove up, with her Aunt Polly and husband, Seymour Seely, and a 
distant cousin, Alma Georgia-Niles, and her husband, Timner Niles, who were 
but recently married. It was a surprise all around, both to the arrivals and 
the wedding party. They were quickly made welcome and the marriage took 
place. The next day another wedding occurred at the home of Zebulon and 
Amanda Brooks, when their daughter Almira, married Harrison W. Georgia, 
sister and brother to the bridegroom and bride of the day before. The same 
clergyman and the same guests were present as were at the first wedding. 
Here, too, a bountiful dinner was served. Afterwards the married couples, 
with some of the young people, drove in separate carriages to Lansing, Tomp- 
kins County, where the party remained all night, returning home the next day. 

From this time on she devoted her time and efforts, almost entirely, to 
the care and welfare of her husband and to the four boys that came to them. 
Then as time passed and grandchildren were added to the family cirele, these, 
too, came in for a share of her love and devotion. They began housekeeping 
on a small farm on West Till, town of Spencer. After a few years they made 
a change to a near by larger farm, where they lived many yezrs. Soon after 
her marriage she united with the Baptist church at Spencer, and was always 
a faithful and conscientious Christian. In 1895, they left the farm and moved 
to Waverly, where they lived until her husband's death in 1908, making a 
period of mavried life and housekeeping of nearly 57 vears. She lived eleven 
years longer. and died October 27th, 1919, at the age of S56 years. She is 
buried in the family plot, Evergreen cemetery, Spencer, by *he side of the one 
she was united to, on that beautiful day in September, 68 vears before. 


HON. WILLIS ZEBULON GEORGIA 


Willis Zebulon, son of Harrison and Almira (Brooks) Georgia, was born 
in the town of Van Etten, New York, November 3rd, 1858. When he was ten 
years of age his parents moved to Roaring Branch, Pennsylvania, and later 
when he was fifteen, to Williamsport. 

He attended the public schools and the Lycoming Normal School at Muney, 
in the meantime teaching school and working in lumber mills with his father. 
He saved money and in the winter of 1880, went to Smethpor?, with his father, 
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who had a contract to operate the saw-mill owned by Bullis Brothers. He 
worked in the mills. as well as in the various camps ef the firm, sealing logs. 
and performed other work connected with the lumber business. In 1887 he 
moved to Bullis Mills. (post office name, State Line Mills.) where he entered 
the general store of Stickney and Company. Ie also kept the books for The 
Georgia and Aylesworth Manufaeturing Company. dealers in lumber, beiny 
Seeretary of the concern. In 1888 he was appointed station agent and tele- 
graph operator for the old B. N. Y. and P. Railroad, and held this until after 
the Pennsylvania took the system. resigning in 1902 to devote his entire time 
to his own business. He was appointed postmaster of State Line Mills, by 
President Cleveland. a position he held up to 190s, when the office was closed. 
having held the office for twenty years, He bought out Stickney and Com- 
pany and took two partners in the general merchandise business under the 
name of Georgia and Company. In 1900 he bought out his partners in the 
store and later closed out this business to give his attention to other lines he 
had taken up. 

Buying stock in the Eldred Powder Company, he aequired considerable 
interest. and finally bought the entire issue of stock, which he sold April 15th. 
1909, to the Dupont Powder Company. This plant manufactured nitro-glycer- 
ine and dynamite, the first of which is used in **shooting’’ oil wells. He was 
one of the largest and best known manufacturers of high explosives in the 
Bradford field, and from 1902 to 1909 was engaved in **shooting’’ oil and gas 
wells in both this and the Allezheny fields. with the factory, warehouse, docks 
and offices at State Line Mills. and branch offices at Bradford and Bolivar. 
He then went into the Buckhannon Chemical Company, of Olean, New York, 
of which he is Secretary and Treasurer. The works are at Chemical, West 
Virginia, and are devoted to the manufacture of wood aleohe!, acetate of lime. 
and charcoal. He also has large lumber interests. 

His fraternal orders are Olean Lodge No. 252, Free and Accepted Masons. 
He also has membership in seven of the subordinate societies, including the 
Knights Templar and Scottish Rite Bodies. Ile belongs to the Olean Lodge. 
No. 471, Independent Order of Odd Fellows, and the Smethport Encampment. 
No. 273. 

He is a republican in politics and in 1919 was elected Mayor of Olean, 
being elected for a term of two years, 1920 and 1921, which he served with 
credit to himself and benefit to the city of Olean. 

He is a Baptist in religion and is President of the board of trustees of the 
First Baptist church of Olean. In 1909 he was elected to a three year term 
on the Board of Manayers of the New York State Baptist Convention, at its 
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annual meeting held that year in Olean. Again in 1920, at the annual meet- 
ing in Syracuse, he was placed on the Board for another three years. In 191s 
and 1919 he was chosen Moderator of the Cattaraugus Baptist Association, 
by that body thus serving two years in that capacity. 

He married, first Rosetta Shoemaker, daughter of Joseph and Henrietta 
Montgomery-Shoemaker, of Muney, Pennsylvania. They had three children. 
Cora Lee, Willis Seudder and Edith May. His wife died in 1897, and in 1898 
he married Mary Jane Shoemaker, sister of his first wife. There are no chil- 
dren by this marriage. In 1897 he moved his family to Olean, where he has 
a large fine residence. At St. Marys, Pennsylvania, he and his son, Willis 
Seudder, have a grocery and meat business, under the name of W. Z. Georgia 
and Son. ‘ 

He was appointed. in 1919, District Deputy Grand Master of Cattaraugus 
District, by the Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Fiee and Accepted 
Masons, of the State of New York. for the term of one year. At the expira- 
tion of which he was reappointed, serving two years in that honorable position, 


hay ing thir teen lodges under his jur isdict ion.

HON. MARK DEFOREST DEARBORN 


Deforest Dearborn and Emma Dearborn, the parents, were married in 
Waverly, New York, at which place, Mark Deforest Dearkorn, was born on 
March 16th, 1886. The mother’s maiden name was Emma Davenport. The 
family lived in Waverly, Hornellsville, Buffalo. Rochester end Geneva, New 
York. Mark attended public school at Buffalo, Rochester and Geneya. In 
1898, the family moved to South McAlester, Indian Territory, and two years 
later to Denison, Texas. Mark Dearborn attended a private school in the for- 
mer place, and publie school in the latter. Ile later graduated from the Har- 
shaw Literary Academy, at Denison, Texas, also graduated from the business 
department of the same school. 

He was employed in the insurance business at Denison. and later in the 
lumber business at Denison and Midland, Texas. Ile was Assistant Port- 
master at Sherman, Texas, the County Seat of Grayson County, and later 
Treasurer of the Denison Cotton Mill Company, operating the largest mill 
in the state. 

In 1909, he went to Roundup, Montana, with the Roundup Coal Mining 
Company, which position he resigned in 1912, and moved to Spokane, Wash- 
ington, where he was with the Automobile branch of the Studebaker corpora- 
tion, as Assistant Manager, of the wholesale agency. In 1913, he accepted a 
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position with the Southwestern Surety Company, of Denison, Texas, which 
place he held until September, 1914. when he returned to Rundup, Montana. 

He was employed in the mercantile business in Roundup for a few years, 
when he entered the real estate and insurance business, for himself. This 
business he is now (1923) conducting. 

In 1912, he was a delegate to the Musselshell County Republican Conven- 
tion, at Roundup, and was elected an alternate to the State Republican Con- 
vention, held at Livingston. In 1917, he was appointed City Clerk of Roundup, 
and in 1918, was elected Mayor. In 1920, he was elected State Senator, from 
his county, attending the sessions of the State Legislature. in 1921 and 1923. 
In the first session he was chairman of the Committee on Insurance, and in 
the second session, he was chairman of the Committee on Oil and Leases, 
aside from holding other important committee appointients. THe was made 
chairman of a special investigating committee, in the session of 1923, to in- 
vestigate the affairs of State Institutions. Active in the affairs of both ses- 
sions, he was thrown into the thick of the important fights before the Senate. 

He is a Baptist, a member of Unity Lodge No. 71. Free and Accepted 
Masons, at Roundup, and of Lodge No. 394, Order of Elks. at Billings, 
Montana. 

Mark D. Dearborn, and Hazel C. Sanders, were married September 22nd, 
1909, at Denison, Texas. They have three sons: Mark Deforest (IV)., Ralph 
William, and Wright Sanders Dearborn. 

His wife’s family were southern people. Her father’s and mother’s people 
were all residents of Mississippi, her mother being a Wright before marriage. 
Both the Sanders and Wright families are old southern families, formerly 
residing in the Atlantic Coast States. 

The lineage of this branch of the Dearborn family. includes Henry Dear- 
born, Secretary of War. in the Cabinet of Thomas Jefferson. He also was 
a member of the United States Congress. from Massachusetts. Senior Major 
General, at one period of the war of 1512, besides being a graduated physician. 
Fort Dearborn, on Lake Michigan, was named for him, after which the city 
of Chicago, and is now referred to as **Father Dearborn.*’ The Dearborn 
River, in Western Montana, a beautiful stream running through a wonderful 
mountainous country, was named for Secretary Dearborn, by Lewis and Clark, 
upon its discovery by them, during their trip through the territory now called 
Montana.

Linn C. Georgia, one of the grandsons of George F. Georgia, enlisted at 
Fort Slocum, December 14th, 1917, for service in the World War. Sometime 
in April, 1918, he was transferred to Camp Greene, Charlotte, North Carolina, 
where he was made First Sergeant. Later was transferred to Camp Merritt, 
New Jersey, and sent overseas September Ist, 1918. Saw service in various de- 
partments and in November was transferred to the Air Service where he re- 
mained until about January Ist, 1919, when an attacix of the Hu foreed him 
to remain in different hospitals, with complications. In 1919 he was sent home 
on board a hospital ship, arriving in New York City May 23rd. Was. dis- 
charged at Camp Dix, New Jersey, June 27th, 1919. Later he applied for 
Vocational training with the Veteran’s Bureau, taking a course in Advertis- 
ing which was completed in March, 1924.

THE GEORGIA GENEALOGY 


POLLY GEORGIA SEELY 


Polly Georgia and Seymour A. Seely were married September 2nd, 1829. 
Both were young, Seymour not yet 21, and Polly 19 years of age. She was 
the third born of the children of Miles and Sally (North) Georgia, and the 
second daughter. They began housekeeping at once. Their first abode was 
a rude board shack in the inidst of a dense growth of young timber on what 
was known as the ** Windfall.”” This was located in the southern part of the 
town of Newfield, and often referred to as the **South Section.”” 

Many years before the white man ever saw this part of the town, a huge 
wind swept over it and a long strip of the old forest was laid low. Later 
young chestnuts came up and were the principal trees growing at the time 
Seymour Seely settled there. These trees grew straight and tall and were easily 
split into fence rails, for which purpose they seemed especially adapted. The 
clearing of this land was less work than where the original timber yet stood. 


‘The trees that had been thrown down by that fierce storm, were now nearly 


decomposed, and burned readily after cut in short lengths and somewhat 
dried out. 

At this time many wild animals roamed the woods and strolling bear 
were a common sight. Wolves, too, were plenty and their howls at night often 
disturbed these young pioneers. Their first child, Obed. was born in this little 
house. After awhile a new log dwelling was erected and better living conditions 
prevailed. Slowly the farm was cleared and as the soil was productive, it be- 
came, in time. a model farm. Ten children were born to them, eight boys and 
two girls, all of whom lived, grew up and married. 

In addition to his work of clearing land. cultivating and caring for the 
crops raised there, Seymour engaged somewhat in lumber operations. Being 
a thorough-going business man and a tireless worker, that business, too, was 
suecessful. Each one of the sons, as they grew old enough, was taught his 
first lessons in the manufacture of lumber, in the little mill located about a 
mile from the farm owned by the father. This mill was of the type common 
in those days, an upright saw driven by water power. All of the sons, with 
the exception of Gilbert and Charles, became, later in life, active in the lum- 
ber business, either for themselves or others. 

Polly was a handsome young woman and she preserved her beauty all 
through the years of her life. Besides attending well to her many household 
duties, she found time to visit and assist her friends and neighbors, whenever 
she was needed. She is said to have been almost always the first to call upon 
a sick neighbor, or to welcome a newcomer in the neighborhood. At the time 
Polly and Seymour began their married life, money was scarce and hard to 
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get, so it was necessary to save in every possible way. The growing of fax 
and the production of wool was carefully looked after and prepared for making 
into cloth. Polly was an expert spinner of both wool and linens as well 
weaver of the cloth it would make for the wearing apparel of the family. 
Warm bedding was also made for family use as long as she lived. That her 
eight sons and two daughters were suecessfully raised and trained, goes with- 
out: saying. 

Obed, the eldest, was born in 1828, Gilbert in 1830, Charles in 1832, 
Zadoeck in 1836, and Seymour in 1838. Then in 1840 came the first daughter, 
Lydia Ann, who married Samuel D. Norris, a farmer living in the town of 
Van Etten. S. Alfred was born in 1842. Mary M. in 1844. David N. in 1848, 
and Frank S., the youngest. in 1849. The second daughter. Mary M. married 
Daniel C. Brooks, a farmer of Spencer. 

Polly and her husband were both Baptists. as were most of their children, 
attending the Baptist chureh at West Danby, for many years. They owned 
and occupied the farm, where they first began married life, as long as they 
lived. Polly died in 1885, and Seymour twelve vears later. They are buried 
in Evergreen cemetery, at Spencer. Their children, grandchildren. and great- 
grandehildren, now (1923) number two hundred and one. being the largest 
family of any one of the children of Miles and Sally Georgia. 


CHARLES B. SEELY 


The first great sorrow to come to the Seely family, oceurred during the 
war of the Rebellion. Charles B., the third son of Polly and Seymour <A. 
Seely, enlisted at Ithaca, New York, January 4th, 1564. and was mustered 
into the service the same day at Oweyo, as private of Company F, Fifteenth 
New York Cavalry Volunteers, to serve three vears. He left home for the 
front. January 28th, the same month that he enlisted. On June 10th he was 
taken prisoner of war at Staunton, Virginia, by the Rebel forces and sent to 
Andersonville prison, in Georgia. On October 24th he died in that prison 
of starvation and nevlect. 

When Charles beeame convinced that it was his duty to enter the war, 
he arranged his business affairs, bade farewell to his friends, wife and his 
five young children. and was soon with his regiment and in active service. 
He had married Priscilla Beach and had purchased the farm where they lived, 
not far from the home of his parents. Philena was the oldest of the children, 
being ten years of age at the time her father joined the army. Orson was 
next, then came Myron, Ettie, and Dora. Dora. the youngest, was then one 
year old. Priscilla remained on the farm as long as she lived, successfully 
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managed its affairs, raised her children, and died in 1913, at the age of 84 
years. 

When Charles left home he was 32 years of age. a little above the medium 
height, strong, healthy, and active. Ile was a man highly esteemed by all 
who knew him and a Christian in every sense of the word. Letters from him 
came to his family often. One, indicated that his regiment was operating in 
the Shenandoah Valley. Another was dated at Winchester, Virginia. On 
March 7th he wrote of being on a scouting trip for a week and being almost 
constantly in the saddle, with little sleep and little food. One head of eab- 
bage he had found, furnished all the food he had for two meals. Ancther letter 
dated May 28th, says that they were under fire nearly all the time and that 
they had lost many men. On June 10th he was left with some sick and wounded 
soldiers, whom he had been helping to care for, and was captured by Rebel 
troops. In one letter. received from him after his capture, he speaks of his 
children and his love for them and that it was almost impossible to get paper 
on which to write home. 

The prison camp where he was contined consisted of 27 acres of land, 
enclosed by a stockade. and heavily guarded. In this enclosure there were 
crowded over 30 thousand Federal soldiers. who suttered exposure, being with- 
-ont shelter from the hot sun and frequent storms, and without any sanitary 
arrangements or hospital service whatever. The stream of water which ran 
through this prison, and which the men had to use for all purposes, became 
polluted. Typhoid fever, dysentery, and other malignant diseases soon ap- 
peared and the death rate was terrible. Charles seems to have escaped the 
epidemics. but when the food became scarce and unfit to eat. human endurance 
gave way. He is said to have been buried in one of the many trenches, the 
Confederates were forced to use for burial purposes, and sleeps in an unknown 
grave.

ZADOCK SEELY 

Zadock Seely was the fourth son of Seymour A. and Polly (Georgia) 
Seely. He was born in the town of Newfield. New York, April Sth, 1836. 
Like all the sons of Seymour and Polly Seely, he was a thorough-going busi- 
ness man, and early ip life became the owner of a farm, later owning and oper- 
ating a steam saw-mill. which proved very profitable. In January, 1858, he 
married Sarah Ann Snyder, daughter of Jacob Snyder, a farmer near Stratton, 
and not far from the farm that Zadock owned. Stratton was a small hamlet 


on the road from Newfield to Ithaca. They began as farmers. Three children 
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were born to them, two daughters and one son, Mary Isabelle, Ada Elizabeth, 
and Willard Leroy Seely. — 

They were married less than five years when the mother contracted a 
severe case of measles and died at the age of 24 years. The youngest child, 
the boy, was then about nine months old. The loss of his wife was a severe 
handicap to Zadock, as he had then turned his attention almost entirely to 
lumbering and operating the mill he owned on Chaffee Creek. For nine years 
he eared for his family and prospered in business. He died suddenly August 
17th, 1871, and was buried beside his wife at West Danby. The children found 
homes with others. Two of them with the Seely grandparents, and one with 
one of Zadock’s brothers, who cared for them until they had homes of their’ 
own. Zadock’s children and grandchildren now number twenty, besides two 
that died young. 

A. SEELY AND BROTHER 


In 1862, 8S. Alfred and Seymour Seely, sons of Polly and Seymour A. 
Seely, formed a partnership under the name of A. Seely and Brother. for the 
purpose of engaging in the manufacture of sawed lumber. They purchased 
a tract of timber land in the town of Erin, New York, about three miles 
south of the village of Breesport. This timber consisted of pine, hemlock, 
and various kinds of hard wood. They moved their families to the place selected, 
rebuilt the old saw-mill already there, and began operations. Seymour was 
then 24 years of age, and had been engaged at farming. Alfred, four years 
younger, had just finished a course in a business colleze, and newly married. 
The business was a success from the start. Both were ambitious and gave close 
attention to all the details connected with such work. Elmira was the nearest 
lumber market and it required a long haul of ten or twelve miles, by teams, 
te get the lumber there, for sale or shipment. But the returns were sufficient 
to pay costs and leave a fair margin of profit. In nine years they had fin- 
ished sawing the timber on this tract, and began to look for a new location. 
Spencer, Tioga County, was selected and land for a mill site purchased of 
Joshua Tompkins, in the west part of the village. This was on the line of a 
new railroad that was then being built, from Athens, Pa., to Ithaca, New York. 
Later it was extended to Geneva, thus making it easy to reach the lumber 
markets of central New York. This road was called the Geneva, Ithaca and 
Sayre Railroad. Sayre was a new town, near Athens, and was the terminal 
point of the new line. In a few years it became a part of the Lehigh Valley 
Railway system. 

The advent of this new railroad and the lumber interests of A. Seely and 


Brother, changed very materially the map of the village of Spencer. <A large 
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up to date saw-mill was built and soon put in operation. Timber lots were 
acquired and in 1572. the business was in full swing. A large Houring mill 
was also built and the manufacture of tlour for market was added to the 
business. This, too, was a successful venture. For a time the office of the 
firm was located in the flouring mill, where a sinall supply of groceries was 
kept. In 1577 or 1878. they leased a near-by new store building. of John A.. 
Nichols, where the office was installed and a large stock of merchandise added. 
These were busy days for every one connected with the business. 

About this time, one of the brothers of the firm. David N. Seely, was em- 
ployed as bookkeeper for the lumber and touring interests. a position he held 
for many years. Charles H. Puff. became buyer and manaver of the store. 
and Jacob S. Dresser, assistant and bookkeeper. James S. Silke, was the 
head miller and Frank S. Seely. assistant miller. Frank was the youngest 
of the Seely family and remained with his brothers a long time. 

Within a short time after coming to Spencer, both members of the firm 
built residences for their families. as well as dwellings for their workmen. 
which added to that part of the town and village. They made 2 price for 
the purchase of all varieties of unsawed timber. that might be offered. The 
winter season was a busy time as large stocks of logs were purchased, which. 
with those brought in from their own holdings. gave employment to hundreds 
of men and teams. Thus each year several millions feet of logs were banked 
near the mill, for the year’s cutting. This mill was especially built and 
equipped for the sawing of long timber, which was in demand in those days. 
Lengths of 40. 50 and €0 feet were often sawed out, and occasionally a seventy 
foot log would be sent through to the saws and shipped to fill some order. 
The firm also made and shipped large quantities of matched flooring made 
from pine, hemlock and hardwood, as well as dressed building material of all 
kinds. Fo. the tlouring mill, many thousands of bushels of grain was bought 
of the surrounding farmers. A new process for the milling of buckwheat was 
added, and the manufacture of buckwheat flour so perfected, that their par- 
ticular brand became known far and wide. It is yet one of the industries of 
the town and the quality of this flour excels many other makes. This firm 
gave preferance, as far as possible, to the men of the village and town when 
selecting employees. 

Besides the plant in the village of Spencer, the firm owned and operated 
two or three other saw-mills, of smaller type. in the south part of the town, 
in the township of Barton, which were located near some large tracts of 
standing timber, not accessible to the Spencer mill, for the material in the 
rough. 

At the close of the year 1836, the firm dissolved partnership, S. Alfred 
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becoming sole owner of the lumbering interests, flouring mill, and general 
store. In 1900 a fire occurred which destroyed the entire plant, with the ex- 
ception of the store building and stock of woods, Only a portion of it was 
rebuilt, as the supply of standing timber was nearly exhausted. A smaller 
mill was put in operation for a few years. An electric light station was added 
to the business. which still continues to furnish light for the village and other 
near places. Later, a new grist and tlouring mill was built. 

In 1901, January 27th. S. Alfred Seely died. Ilis widow. Mary Seely, 
suecessfully conducted atfairs for several years, until an incorporated com- 
pany, under the name of “The S. Alfred Seely Company,”’ took charge of 
the business. 

S. Alfred married, first. Emiline Larue, who died in 1879. They had 
one child, a daughter, who died in 1867, aged two years and eight months. 
He married, second, Mrs. Mary Hart. They had three children, Graee <A., 
Charles A.. and Hart I. Seely. S. Alfred was a Baptist and belonged to the 
Baptist church in Breesport. but changed his membership to the Spencer 
ehurch, when he moved there. Ie was made superintendent of the Sunday 
School soon after joining that church, a position he held for several years. 
Ile was greatly interested in Sunday School work throughout the state, and 
was at one time president of the State Sunday School Association. 

Seymour Seely married, first, Frances Star. who died August 27th. 1903. 
They had four children, Fred, Carrie M.. Sarah Nettie. and Mertie F. Second, 
he married Myra Mead. and died aved 8+ years. March 6th, 1923. In 1867, 
while they were at Erin. he was badly injured in the saw-imill that the firm 
was then operating, and it was thought for a time that his recovery was im- 
possible. Both arms and legs were broken, one arm in two or three places, 
and other serious injuries. At the time of the accident he was making some 
repairs in the engine room, when he was caught by a pulley running at high 
speed, whirled around it. and thrown to the floor a manyled and almost fatally 
injured man. But good care, youth, and health built up by good habits, 
coupled with a strong constitution, pulled him through. After he and his 
brother divided their business interests. Seymour turned his attention almost 
entirely to farming, improving and cultivating the several farms he then 
owned. Tle, too, was a Baptist, and was one of the trustees of the Spencer 
ehurech, and one of its deacons, for many years. He has served the town as 
Supervisor, and trustee of the Cemetery Association. His children, grand- 
children, and great-grandchildren, now number thirty-one. 

It may be added here, that the wives and children of Alfred and Seymour 
Seely, are or were at one time, previous to death or removal, honored members

HARMON &. GEORGIA 
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HARMON S. GEORGIA 


Harmon S. Georgia. son of Miles and Sally (North) Georgia, was born on 
a farm in the town of Newfield, New York, June 23rd, 1812. His boyhood 
days were spent mostly around Newfield and vicinity. He was married in 
his 20th vear, to Martha Green, December 15th, 1832. in the village of Ithaca, 
which was at that time, nothing more than a small fishing and trading hamlet. 
Here they began housekeeping. and the first of the family of. ten was born. 

He early took up bricklaying and general mason work and followed this 
trade for many years. During the winter months he made baskets for which 
he found a ready sale. He continued to live around Ithaea. until about 1550, 
when he moved his family near to what is now Nina or Stratton Station, on 
the Inlet road leading to Ithaca. This was the home of the family for about 
thirty years. and here the vounger children were born and raised. For several 
years, while living here, he was employed on the first buildings erected for 
the Cornell University, returning home Saturday nights to spend Sundays 
with his family. 

Early in life he united with the Baptist church at West Danby, and con- 
tinued in that faith until his death. He was always affiliated with the Repub- 
lican party in polities, and on many oceasions has driven long distances to 
east his ballot on election day. 

He continued to work at his trade until in his later years, he had the mis- 
fortune to get some plastering lime in one of his eyes. which robbed him of 
his sight. This was # sad misfortune for him, and being of a very ambitious 
nature was hard for him to endure. The last years of his life were spent 
among his children, and he passed away in his 75th year, at the home of one 
of his daughters. Inez Van De Berger. in Ludlowville. May 5th, 1877 He 
was buried in Ludlowville, until the death of his wife in Spencer. April 23rd, 
1896, at which time his remains were taken up and buried beside those of his 
wife, in Evergreen Cemetery, Spencer, where they now lie. 

He was a man of very quiet and unassuming nature and very slow to take 
offense. and was honored and respected by a large number of people. He was 
faithful in all his obligations. and always trusted by his employers and others 
with whom he had any business transactions.

DANIEL GEORGIA 


Daniel Georgia, son of Harmon S. and Martha Georgia, was killed in 
action in the war of the Rebellion, in August, 1861. An inquiry of the War 
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Department, at Washington, brought the reply that no reeord of his enlistment 
could be found in that department. and therefore no record of his death. How- 
ever it is believed that the records of the War Department, are deficient and 
in error, as it is known that he did join the army, soon after the war began, 
and his death was reported in a short time. 

Daniel was the oldest of the family and was born November 21st, 1833. 
He was married in the winter of 1859. The wedding took place in a church 
at Elmira, New York. His wife's first name was Flora. but her last name is 
not known. He is remembered as one with a cheerful and jevial disposition 
and well liked by all who knew him. He left no children. 


ROSWELL 8S. GEORGIA 

Roswell 8. Georgia. was the third child of Harmon S. and Martha (Green) 
Georgia, and was born in Ithaea, in 1839. He married Phoebe J. Smith, and 
they had five children. The oldest son, Charles A.. was born in Elmira. the 
second, William E.. in Newfield. When the third child was born, Mary Flora, 
they were again in Elmira. where they lived for many years. He was a car- 
penter and builder and followed that line of work for a long time. He was a 
very intelligent man and was honored and respected by a large circle of friends 
and by all who knew him. He died in January. 1914. at the age of 74 years. 

Several correspondents have written the compiler. and said they were sure 
that Roswell S. Georgia served in the war of the Rebellion, but could not give 
enough information to make it possible to obtain any data from the War De- 
partment at Washington. Inquiries of that part of the family nearest of kin 
to him, failed to bring any information relating to that part of his life. How- 
ever, it is believed that he did see active service in the civil war, and that later 
he fought in some of the Indian wars on the western plains. It is said that he 
belonged to the Cavalry Division or mounted troops, in both wars. 


ADA GEORGIA 


Ada Georgia, was born in the town of Newfield, New York, August 23rd, 
1858. She was next to the youngest of the ten children of Harmon S. and 
Martha (Green) Georgia. She obtained her education in district schools, and 
early in life she decided to fit herself for a teacher. Always a great reader 
and student she secured at the age of twenty, a teacher's certificate and began 
in the rural schools near Elmira. and later she taught in the graded schools 
of that city. About 1900 she left Elmira to do special work in Nature study, 
at Cornell University. She assisted ‘*Uncle’’ John Spencer. a well known in- 
structor in nature study. and held other positions connected with the university.

It was while here that she wrote the book. ‘*A Manual of Weeds.”* which has 
become a standard work and much used at the present time. She planned to 
publish another volume, but did not live to finish it. One of her friends at 
Cornell, Anna Comstock Botsford, has this to say of her in a veeent nmuber 
of the **Cornell Rural Leatlet™*: 


“Miss Georgia’s life. if fully told. would be a tale of struggle and 
mastery of what would have seemed, to a less dauntless spirit, utterly 
insuperable obstacles. Hlowever, there was a quality in her that found 
joy in mastering adverse circumstances. She was always a good soi- 
dier, and was always ready to march to the firing line. She always 
faced what was coming, and never turned her back on a hard situa- 
tion. That was the way she lLyed and that was the way she died: 
and her indomitable spirit. as well as her love of nature and of books. 
remains as a treasured legacy in the memory of all who knew her well."’ 


She never married, but devoted her life to the care of her parents, as long 
as they lived, and to others of her family whom she loved so well. Her death 
came suddenly January 7th, 1921.

The MILITARY records of GEORGE A., ROBERT L., and HARRY L. 
BOSTON, in the WORLD WAR 


Written by their mother, Lorena A. (Georgia-Boston) Cook, 
of Portland. Oregon 


GeorGe A. Boston, entered the service of the American Red Cross, at San 
Francisco, California, on the 12th day of May, 1918. 

Previous to entering the American Red Cross, he had repeatedly attempted 
to enlist, first with the British and Canadian armies and later the American 
army, being unsuccessful because of not having full use of his left hand, the 
effects of a fractured arm while young. His first reject was received from the 
British-Canadian Recruiting Service, in San Francisco, in the early part of 
1917. Again in January. 1918. he received a reject from the Medical Supply 
Depot, U. S. Army, San Francisco, and on February 6th, 1918, a final reject 
from the military authorities at Ottawa, Canada. 

Left San Francisco on the 14th day of May, 1918, for New York City, 
sailing for there for Liverpool, England, on May 26th. Left South Hampton, 
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England, for La Havre, France, early in June. From there was sent to Paris, 
where he was commissioned a First Lieutenant in the United States Army, 
the American Red Cross. overseas, being a part of the U.S. Army. Was then 
assigned to the Field Ilospital service with the First French. and Fourth 
British armies. serving from early in June until the first of October, 191s, 
near the lines of the allied armies in the region of Amiens, France. Was 
then ordered to report to the American area, to do Field Hospital service with 
the first American army. Was first placed in charge of the great medical 
warehouses at Vaubecourt. and ordered to bring order out of the confusion 
then existing. This finished. was assigned to the Field Hospital service, work- 
ing from a base near Verdun. Field Hospital service, in his case, meant the 
transporting of supplies from a medical warehouse to the various dressing 
stations, field hospitals. ambulance and evacuation hospitals. 

On December 2nd, 1918. was ordered to Trier. and Coblenz. Germany. 
for service with the Third American Hospital. Was edvanced to the rank of 
Captain and placed in charge of the Bureau of Hospital Administration of 
the American Red Cross of that area. 

In August, 1919, was ordered to report to Paris. for reassignment. being 
sent to Albina, Balkans. Arriving there was sent, first to Seutari, Albina. 
a city in the northern part of the country, as officer in charge of the A. R. C. 
post. In January of 1919. was ordered to proceed to Ragusa, Dalmatia, and 
Belgrade, Serbia. to pick up supplies and return with them to Tirana, Albina, 
and assume the post of Director of Supplies, for the A. R. C. Commission, to 
Albani. This post was held until July 5th, 1921. Over two years of gathering 
supplies in France, Spain, Italy, and transporting them to Albani, and trans- 
shipping them from base warehouses, situated in the port cities, by mule and 
horse pack traius, ox carts and the like. to the interior cities of this little 
known region. 

Was discharged from the service on the 22nd day of July. at Paris, 
France. sailing for the United States. at once, from Marseille, France, arriving 
at Providence, Rhode Island. on the second day of August, 1921. 

Medals received: one. Wounded: once, slightly by bandits in Northern 
Albania. 


ROBERT L. BOSTON, joined the American army at Angel Island, San 
Francisco, California, on the 12th day of December, 1917, leaving there on the 
19th of December for the training fields at Waco. Texas. Arriving there, was as- 
signed to the 3rd Squadron Aviation, section at camp MeArthur. Shortly 
thereafter he contracted Spinal Meningitis, which coused his death on the 18th 
day of January, 1918. 
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Private Robert L. Boston, was buried with full military honors on the 
30th day of January, 1918. in the National cemetery, Presido, San Francisco, 
California, where his body now rests with a thousand others. who gave their 
lives for their country. 


Harry L. Bostox, private, 29th Battalion, 102 Machine Brigade, Canadian 
Army. Enlisted with the Canadian Army at New Westminster, British Col- 
wmbia, in August, 1916, and was assigned to the 131st Battalion, Sailed from 
Halifax, Nova Scotia, on the 26th of September, 1916. aboard the S. 8. Coronia, 
arriving in Livorpool, England, October 3rd. Sailed from South Hampton, 
with the 131st Battalion. on October 10th, arriving in La Havre, France, on 
the 11th, 1916. 

Was there assigned to the 29th Battalion, 102nd Machine Brigade, and 
immediately went to the front lines. Served continuously until January, 1917, 
at which time he was vassed. being then on the River Somme. After a short 
time in the St. Pol hospital, was returned to the lines and assigned te his old 
outfit, the 29th Battalion. Saw continuous service until April 9th, 1917, when 
he was frightfully wounded while attacking at Vimy Ridge. Was first bay- 
onetted and shortly after received seven bullets in the face and arms from the 
explosion of a shell, known to the soldiers as a ** Whiz Bang.’* Was taken first 
to the St. Pol hospital, at Neville, St. Vast. then to the Casuality Clearing 
Station, at Aubighny, and from there sent to the 14th Field Hospital, at Wim- 
eraux. Remained there for 19 days, and was informed by the doctors that 

_he had no chance of recovering because of a bullet lodyed at the base of the 
brain. He fooled the doctors, however, and was sent to the King George 
Hospital, London. where an operation was performed and the bullet removed. 
Spent five months at this hospital, and was then sent to the 16th Canadian 
General hospital, at Kent. Was there five months, going then to the Canadian 
hospital at Liverpool, where six months were spent. Sailed for Canada the 
latter part of October, 1918, and was sent first to the Esquimalt hospital, and 
later to St. Joseph’s and the Rest Hospital, at Sidney, British Columbia. from 
which place he received his discharge on the 23rd of April. 1919. From the 
time of being wounded until his discharge, he was over two years in various 
hospitals, during which time 16 operations were performed, first to save his 
life and later to make it possible for him to open his mouth. In this the doc- 
tors were only partially successful. At the present time (1923) his lower jaws 
are of metal and fastened to the upper jaw with a silver wire. Ile also wears 
a silver plate under the left eye, this being necessary to cover a cavity left 
there by one of the seven bullets. 
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He distinguished himself in January, 1917. four months before the United 
States entered the war, by placing, while on a night raid, the American flag 
on a German trench. This was the first American flag to be placed on a Ger- 
man trench in the World War. 

Decorations received: three. Grade attained: Private. 


CHARLES 8S. GEORGIA 


Charles S. Georgia, son of Delphi II., and grandson of Harmon 8. Georgia, 
was born at Port Huron, Michigan, June 17th, 1868. He married Lena B. 
Aldrich. They had four children: Irene E.. Charles S8.. Jr., Delphi G., and 
Theodore R. The father, Charles S. Georgia, was six feet tall and the sons 
were even taller. Charles S.. Jr., the soldier who died in Franee, was six feet 
and one inch, Delphi G.. who also has been in the service, is six feet and three 
inches, and Theodore, the youngest, at 19 years of age, is two inches over six 
feet tall. 

Charles S., the father, was accidently killed in a street car accident in 
Colorado Springs, in 19067 Five years later the daughter died. The mother, 
Lena B. Georgia, lives in Denver, where she makes a home for the son, Theo- 
dore. 


CHARLES 8. GEORGIA, JR. 


Charles S. Georgia, Jr., son of Charles S. and Lena B. Georgia, of Denver, 
Colorado, enlisted in the service of his country at Fort Logan, Colorado, 
August 5th, 1918. He was sent to Waco, Texas, camp MeArthur Branch, 
and was assigned to Company I, Third B. N. Infantry, which was a Replace- 
ment Regiment of all men over six feet tall. Tle was transferred to Medical 
Unit, No. 41, on August 26th, 1918, and sailed for France September 14th, 
from camp Merritt, New Jersey. Nothing more was heard from him until 
November 22nd, when a telegram from Washington, notified his friends that 
he had died October 12th, from disease. at Base Hospital. No. 65, Kerhuon, 
near the city of Brest, France. His body was sent home, with another one, a 
eomrade, and these two were the first to reach Colorado from the creat war. 
They were given a military funeral and great honors. Their bodies were 
placed in the Rotunda of the Capitol building, in Denver, on the day of the 
funeral, July 24th, 1920, and laid in state from ten o‘clock in the forenoon 
until three in the afternoon, when the services took place in the Rotunda. 
These were the first two privates to be accorded such an honor in Colorado, 
The remains were escorted to their last resting place, in the Old Soldier’s 
Plot, River Side Cemetery, by many privates and officers of the army. together 
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with marines and sailors. The hearers were soldiers, sailors, and marines. 
A squad from Fort Bogan fired the salute over the graves. 
The family of Charles S. Georgia, Jr.. have many certificates of Honor, 
accorded him, four of which are given here. 
““Army of the United States of America: To all who shall see these Presents, 
Greeting. 
Charles S. Georgia, private, 41st Medical Replacement Units, 
died with honors in the service of his country, on the 12th 
day of October, 191s. 
Given at Washington, D. C.. oftice of the Adjutant General of the Army, 
this the 26th day of June. one thousand nine hundred and nineteen.”’

MILES GEORGIA, JR. 
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MILES GEORGIA, JR. . 


Miles Georgia, Jr.. was born in Newfield, in 1514, and died in 1877. THe 
was the fifth child of Miles and Sally North Georgia. On March 12th, 1543, 
he married Eliza Green. Theirs was a ease of love at first sight and con- 
sequently a short courtship. They began housekeeping in a short time. The 
place they selected for a home was in a beautiful little valley in the south- 
west part of the town of Danby, New York. This valley was, at that time, 
a dense woodland. The grandsons of this couple have heard them relate of 
how bear and other wild animals of the forest used to trouble them in the early 
days of their married life. A log house. so common in those days, was their 
first dwelling. Miles began at once to eut away the timber. and the cleared 
land became the farm on which they lived the remainder of their lives. They 
loved the place they had selected for a home, and no effort was spared to make 
it as comfortable as their means would allow . New buildings were put up 
and they settled down to a quiet and peaceful life. Miles and his wife often 
visited their many friends, especially in the winter season, and they were 
heartily weleomed wherever they went. 

Eliza lived thirty years after the death of Miles, and died August 3rd, 
1907, aged eighty-six years. Only one child was born to them, this was Juliette, 
who came the first year of their marriage. She married Seth Dorn, May 22nd, 
1861. They had four children, three boys and one girl. Two of them, Eugene 
and Augustus, lived to manhood, the other two died young. Juliette, the 
mother of these, died July 31st, 1869, aged twenty-six. When Eugene Dorn 
was 25 years old, he married Etta L. Armstrong. They had one daughter, 
Ida May, who in time married and after a few years died, leaving no children. 
Augustus is not married. He lives on his father’s old farm, and also owns 
the farm his grandfather, Miles Georgia, Jr., cleared and lived on so long. 
All of this family are now gone, except the two grandsons just mentioned, 
and it is quite likely, that with the passing of these two men, this line of the 
Georgia family will become extinct.

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ALMA GEORGIA-FOSTER-HORTON 


Alma Georgia was the sixth child of Miles and Sally (North) Georgia, 
and was born in the town of Newfield. New York. November 14th, 1816. At 
the time her mother died she was nearly 17 years of age. There were at this 
time, besides herself, eight children at home. Some otf her brothers found 
homes with other families within a short time. Tlowever her duties must have 
been quite exacting and burdensome, for a youny girl, as the youngest child 
of the family was less than three months old, when the mother was ealled to 
leave them. A year later the father married again. When Alma was about 
20 years old, she married Philander Foster, a farmer of Danby. They had 
one son, named Eli. 

Second, she married Milkie Horton, and they, too, had one son, Tra Judson 
Horton. They lived in the town of Waverly, not far from Waverly village. 
She died in 1590, and is probably buried in one of the cemeteries near her 
home. 

Eli Foster married Susan M. Chapman, and they had six children, two 
of whom died young, seven grandchildren and eight great-grandchildren. 
These nearly all live in Waverly, and the nearby village of Sayre, Pennsylvania. 

The Horton family is not quite so large. Ira Judson married Elizabeth 
Newport, and had 11 children. two dying in infancy, and 5 grandchildren. 
These all live in Butfalo, New York. 

Thus it will be noted that Alma’s descendants now (1923) consist of 
two children, (one dead) 17 grandchildren, (four dead) 12 vreat-grand, and 
8 great-great-grandchildren.

ORSON C. GEORGIA 
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ORSON C. GEORGIA 
By F. M. Broxson 


Orson Cable Georgia. whose portrait adjoins this sketch, was born in New- 
field, New York, (near Ithaea) November 18th, 1818. His father was Miles 
Georgia, (born May 31st, 1785) and his mother was Sally (North) Georgia, 
(born June 21st, 1758. died October 3rd, 1833). He was one of 14 children. 
The only incident we have concerning his young boyhood days, is that he 
walked from his father’s farm in the town of Newfield. to Ithaca, a distance 
of about ten miles, and return, to see a notorious murderer hanged in public. 
Our information is not complete as to the success of his journey. 

About the year 1838, he went to Meredith, Delaware County, New York, 
and lived for about a year with Homer Stewart. probably as a farm hand. 
He then went to Croton, (now Treadwell) a short distance from Meredith, 
and took up the occupation of carpenter, at the same time conducting a small 
farm. About the year 1840, he married Saphronia Boyd, (daughter of Amos 
Boyd) also of Croton. They made their home with Amos Boyd. during the 
first year of their married life, and then started housekeeping in a house be- 
longing to Amos Boyd, which was connected with the house in which Boyd 
lived. by a long woodshed. These houses were situated between the creamery, 
and what was then Henry Boyd's house (later John Schermerhorn’s). <All 
these buildings have long ceased to exist. 

After living in Amos Boyd’s house for several years, Orson moved his 
family to the first house between the creamery and Croton Village. Later he 
built a house across the street, lived there for a year or two and sold it to the 
Baptist church for a parsonage. They then moved to the house adjoining, 
on the side towards the villave, and after a few years built the house now 
occupied by J. Scrambling. It was in this house that my father, John H. 
Bronson, and Orson’s only daughter, Elmina Saphronia Georgia, were mar- 
ried. This house he later sold, and bought a business block on the southeast 
corner of the village square. The lower floor he used for a cooper shop, while 
he lived on the upper floor. He continued here until his death, which oce- 
curred October 24th, 1896. 

Orson Georgia was a prominent member of the Methodist Episcopal church, 
and for many years was a class leader. He also was somewhat of a singer, 
and for a time led the singing, taking the pitch from a tune-fork, as was cus- 
tomary in those days when church organs were quite rare. Tis love of musie 
and his keen sense of humor, were two of his outstanding traits, that impressed 
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themselves on me as a boy. Well do I remember the many times that grand- 
father held me on his knee, while he played hymns on a fiute. 

It was his custom to take a nap after the noon-day meal, and it was at 
such a time that I once came on the scene and discovered a fly disturbing his 
otherwise heavy slumber, by crawling around on his face. Imagine his surprise 
on awakening, to find his face protected by a cheese-dish cover made of wire 
screening, which T had appropriated from the larder, for that purpose. He 
enjoyed telling about it for many years. 

While he was a man of stern righteousness. and a strict disciplinarian in 
the bringing up of his three sons and the one daughter. his home life was 
ideal, and his affection for his wife was particularly tender and sweet. In 
her later years she was quite frail. aid frequently would take her work down 
stairs in the cooperage, and there they would enjoy each other's company; 
she with her sewing, or other similar work, and he fashioning butter tubs 
or firkins for the farmers of that vicinity. Frequently, at the conclusion of 
those happy hours. he would pick her up and carry her in his arms back to the 
rooms up stairs. 

Up to the time of his death he was a stalwart man of about six feet in 
height, of unusual strength. and with the complexion of a child. He died of 
apoplexy, after having retired in his usual good health. and lies, with his be- 
loved wife beside him, in a beautiful plot in the Treadwell cemetery. 


Richmond Hill, New York, January 17th. 1924 
When I was requested to contribute a sketch of my grandfather, Orson 
Cable Georgia, my first thoneght was that I could sit down any evening, and 
dash off voluminous contribution. But alas! how little most of us really know 
about our forebears, and how little impression most of them made in the world’s 
affairs, outside their own family circles. When I did attempt the sketch. I 
found that my own knowledge was lamentably small and that it would be im- 
possible for me to do it. without considerable assistance. I therefore requested 
a number of the members of the family. to submit sketches, which I might 
combine into one presentable biography. But each, after promising to do so, 
found the same difficulty that I had. However, at a family gathering during 

the recent Christmas holidays, we were able to compile the foregoing sketch.

WILLARD B. GEORGIA 


Willard Bovd Georgia, was born at Treadwell, New York, February 14th, 
1849. He was the second son of Orson C. and Saphronia Boyd-Georgia. His 
education was obtained in district schools and when a young man he taught 
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country schools for a nunber of terms. He took a commercial business course 
in a school in Elmira. and about 1872 or 1873, he went to Speneer where he 
became foreman of the lumber business of A. Seely and Brother. Te married 
Elsie Gee, daughter of a prominent farmer at Halsey Valley. They began 
housekeeping in Spencer, where two sons were born. He was a leading member 
of the Methodist Episcopal church of Spencer, and for a number of years super- 
intendent of the Sunday School of that church. For several years he was 
Justice of the Peace for the town of Spencer, and a member of the town board. 
In 1882 he moved to the city of Ithaca, where he entered the employ of 
E. S. Estey and Sons, tanners, as bookkeeper. Here he remained until the 
firm went out of business. Ile then entered the real estate business, and after 
a number of years, formed the firm of W. B. Georgia and Sons, dealers in real 
estate. Tle was active in the affairs of the city of Ithaca. and at the time of 
his death, a member of the city council, and had held various positions of trust 
under the city government. He united with the First Methodist Episcopal 
ehurch soon after coming to Ithaca, and was prominent in its affairs. He be- 
longed to the Masonic order and was secretary of Fidelity Lodge, No. 51, for 
many years, and was a Thirty-Second Degree Mason. He died December 17th, 
1916, and is buried in Ithaca.

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ORRIN N. GEORGIA 


Orrin North Georgia was the eighth child of Miles and Sally (North) 
Georgia, and was born April 5th, 1820, Newtield, New York. He was named 
after a brother of his mother, Orrin North. When his mother died he was 15 
years of age, and doubtless left home about that time. He seems to have been 
differently inclined from his brothers, and instead of kecoming a farmer or 
lumberman or learning some trade, he entered the Delaware Literary Institute, 
at Franklin, New York, and took a musical course. He became a teacher of 
music, and followed that profession for many years, and was very successful. 
When Jenny Lind came to this country from Sweden he was one of the dele- 
gates sent from Delaware County to greet her. 

He was a man of fine personal appearance, cheerful disposition and beloved 
by all who knew him. In 1842 he married Susan Murray, of Milford. They 
began housekeeping in that town, where they lived and raised their tamily of 
ten children. Five of these were boys and five were girls. three of whom are 
now (1924) living. Of the grandchildren, ninety are living and seven dead, 
besides a few that are left out of this hook. One of the sons, Curtis B.. lived at 
Sweden Valley, Pa.. and raised a family, but it has been impossible to learn their 
names or anything concerning them. 

After some years he purchased a farm which he suecessfully managed. He 
also took up carpenter work which he followed for a number of years. In early 
life he beeame a Baptist, and was a member of the Baptist church in Milford, 
and active in its affairs. It is recalled that not long before his death he took 
a leading interest in a convention of the Baptist church. held in the church 
building near his home. Ile died June 12th, 1894. Tlis funeral was one of the 
largest ever held in the town of Milford. His wife died December 29th, 1897.

ROBERT B. GEORGIA 
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NILES 8S. GEORGIA 


Niles S. Georgia, was born in the year 1823, in the town of Newfield. 
Tompkins County. Owing to the continued illness of his mother, the family was 
broken wp and some of them had to go out and live with other people. Among 
these were three brothers. Orson C., Niles S.. and David. I think that David 
did not come to the vicinity of Croton until later. T say Croton, I am wrong. 
as it was called East Franklin at first and later changed to Croton. The 
name of the villaze was later changed to Treadwell on account of mails going 
astray and also because the Treadwell family were quite numerous and prom- 
inent. 

Father went to live with James Stewart and Orson with Nathaniel Stewart. 
The man James Stewart, with whom father lived, was practically the founder 
of East Franklin village. as he built the hotel. wrist mill. and a number of 
dwellings. Nearly all of these buildings are standing today. The village, at 
one time, acquired the name of Jug City. by reason of the inhabitants of the 
southern part of the town of Franklin, (also called Arabia avd the people 
Arabs) coming down to the hotel with juys to be filled with whiskey, and they 
made things going and coming. 

In those days. before the Erie or the Albany and Susquehanna railroads 
were built. traffic was altogether by the Catskill and Ithaca Turnpike, with 
toll-gates every few miles and hotels more frequent than these gates. The 
hotels were all filled every night with teamsters who hated goods and farm 
produce. There were also a number of daily four-horse stage coaches, for 
passengers and the mails. The hotel where father was. was a relay or change 
station, and one coach was due at midnight and father had to be on duty 
while the horses were being changed, and to serve refreshments to such pas- 
sengers as desired it. no exceptions among the drivers, but father never touched 
liquor, although he served it out. He also never used tobacco in any form. 
When a young man he went to Meredith, (or Nate town) into a wagon shop 
to learn the wagon maker's trade. West Meredith was a small settlement 
about two miles east of East Franklin, and the big man of*the~town was 
Nathan Stilson, who ran a store, distillery, pot-ashery, and a farm. The farmers 
took their rye to his distillery, and ashes to the ashery, and swopped them 
for groceries and other goods, for the trade was then principally barter, not 
much money being in circulation. 

After learning his trade, he ran the shop there for a short time, and then 
went to Croton and joined in partnership with Captain A. J. Gates. They 
ran a wagon shop, blacksmith shop, doing wagon building and ironing, horse 
shoeing, ox shoeing, ete. In those days the wood for wagon making was taken 
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from the stump and worked to the needed dimensions. The hubs for light 
wagons, buggies and carriages, were only a few sizes smaller than a one-horse 
lumber wagon at the present time. The hubs were mortised and the spokes 
driven by hand, which made wagons about equal to **The Deacon's Wonderful 
One-Horse Shay."’) In 1864 a farmer from Roaring Brook. got a notion that 
he wanted to go in the wagon business, and father, knowing that business was 
being hurt by carriage factories doing machine work, which looked good, but 
would not wear well, traded the shop, (Gates had left before this) for the man’s 
farm and on May 12th took possession. his provided work for father’s grow- 
ing family and was the writer's initiation into farm life. as well as for the 
rest of the family. I could tell of amusing events that first summer. Father 
lived on this farm until he died in September, 187s, of typhoid fever. Father 
was a quiet man, being no politician or office seeker, as his work took his whole 
time and attention. He was an honest. moral man, and had the respect of his 
friends and neighbors. His word was us veod as his bond.

BY ONE OF HIS DAUGHTERS 


My father was, by trade, a wagon maker of high class order, and always 
a very honorable and industrious man who accumulated a nice little property. 
in addition to rearine a family of eight children. He was a member and gen- 
erous supporter of the Baptist church in the town of Croton, Delaware County, 
New York. Croton is now called Treadwell, after my Unele Chester Tread- 
well, husband of mother’s sister. My mother came from an old family hy the 
name of Bell, who, I believe. claim the distinction of being able to trace their 
ancestry back to the Mayfiower. Her full name was Cordelia Bell. When my 
father died he was 56 years old, and my mother, who died a year later, forty- 
nine.

BELMONT E. GEORGIA 


Belmont Edmund Georgia, was the oldest child of Niles and Cordelia 
(Bell) Georgia, and was born at Treadwell, New York, March 2nd, 1850. He 
married Susan M. Gibson, daughter of John and Sarah Ann (Bacon) (ribson,. 
October 6th, 1875. He followed the profession of school teaching until his mar- 
riage. He then purchased a farm near Franklin, where he lived about 24 
years. Three daughters were born while he was living on the farm. In Jan- 
uary, 1899, he purchased a residence in the village of Sidney, Otsego County, 
where he lived until his death, February 2nd, 1924. 
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Ife was a member of the Sidney Congregational ehureh, and was a member 
of the choir of that chureh for a number of years, and loved music. He took 
a keen interest in the loeal affairs of his village. and held, at times, some of 
the offices in the vift of the people. He wrote fire insurance and enjoyed a 
large patronaze. He was one of the best known and respected citizens of that 
part of New York State. Tle is buried on the family plot in Prespect Hill 
Cemetery, at Sidney. 


GEORGE L. LINDSLEY 


George L. Lindsley. grandson of Niles S. Georgia, entered the service of 
the United States. for the World War, in August. 1917, and was sent to Camp 
Mead for training. In October of the same year he was promoted tu Sergeant, 
and in June, 191s, he received a Second Lieutenant's commission. The follow- 
ing month he sailed with the troops for France. Here he saw active service 
and patticipated in several campaigns and battles. up to the time the armistice 
was signed. In July, 1919. he was returned to America, and honorably dis- 
charged August 20th, 1919. 

Perhaps this young soldier inherited a desire for military service and train- 
ing, from his father. Colonel ELMER LINDSLEY, who for more than 33 years 
served his country under the Stars and Stripes, both in times of peace and times 
of war. He entered the army in 1887. and in five vears became First Lieutenant 
of Calvary, and was steadily advanced until his retirement, at his own request, 
the 28th of July, 1920, having received some three years previous, a Colonel’s 
commission.

ELIJAH BURR GEORGIA 
5th 
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ELIJAH BURR GEORGIA, (5th) 


Elijah Burr Georgia. the fifth one of the family to be called by that first 
name, in America, was born October 7th, 1823, in Newfield, New York. He 
was the tenth child of Miles and Sally (North) Georgia. In 1842. he married 
Elizabeth Butts, daughter of John and Naneyx Barker-Butts. of Van Etten. 
They began housekeeping in Spencer. They lived afterwards in various places, 
including Barton and Southport, until 1853, when he purchased a tract of white 
pine timber, of 3C0 acres near Elmira, and began the manufacture of lunber. 
In later life he used to relate of how very poor they were. when married, and 
how little they began their married life with. But things soon changed for 
the better. Tle was a strony. vigorous man and seems to have been a natural 
born millwright, as he was an expert in this line of work. He invented and per- 
fected many machines used in the manufacture of lumber, some of which are 
used in the largest mills of today. 

In 1844, he built the first circular saw mill to be used in the town of 
Spencer. This Mill was located on the South Hill road. leading from Spencer 
village over the hill to Randolph IHollow. about two miles from the village. 

* Their first child, Elvira. was born in Barton. in 1843. Emily in 1845, in 
Spencer, and Susan, in Southport, in 1847. The next three, Grant. Phoebe J., 
and Estelle, were also born in Southport. The rest of their children, Alice, 
Florence, Viola and Fred, were born after they moved to the pine tract above 
Elmira. This place was reached by what is known as the Water Cure Hill 
road, and was about three miles from the city. There was a steam saw mill 
on this property, which he enlarged and improved, and the investment proved 
a success in every way. He obtained large contracts from the Erie Railway 
Company, for furnishing the timber for bridge building and other purposes. 
After the war of the Rebellion began, he furnished the lumber for the govern- 
ment, to build the barracks for the soldiers. camped near Elmira, and also for 
the Rebel prison camp, when that was erected. He also had a contract for 
the delivery of large amounts of fire wood for the camps, all of which proved 
_ profitable. 

In 1866, the supply of sawing timber in Georgia Hollow, as it was then 
known, became exhausted, and he moved the mill to a second purchase of pine 
lands, near Iluron, Michigan. In 1869, he sold his property in Michigan, and 
moved to Clifton, Virginia. Here he built a large saw mill, which he operated 
for a number of years. He also built a large hotel, a store and many other 
buildings. Clifton had now come to be a town of some importance, so that a 
station agent was needed by the Orange, Alexandra and Mason Railroad, now 
The Southern, and he was the first agent appointed to the place. 
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At the time Elijah B. and his family came to Clifton, there wes only one 
hut there, and that occupied by a Negro, so it seems that he was the founder of 
that town. With them, to Clifton, came the family of his oldest daughter, 
Elvira, and her husband, Thomas Fletcher. This family has remained in Vir- 
ginia, and now (1923) are a large family and mostly engaged in farming. Not 
long after coming to Cliften. Elvira and Thomas Fletcher decided to go to 
Minnesota, and they traveled there in a large wayen fitted up for the purpose. 
They had four children who went with them. While in the west Lydia was 
born, who died in a short time. This occurred in 1870. They stayed in Min- 
nesota about three years and then returned to Virginia, making the return trip 
in the same manner as when they went there. which was by team and wayon. 
They purchased a farm of 400 acres about two miles from Clifton. Here five 
more children were born. Elvira died in 18s, leaving seven children, three 
having died in infaney. 

In 1581 Elijah Burr decided to leave Virginia. and moved to Smethport, 
Pennsylvania. Here he built a large saw mill for Bullis Brothers, and one at 
State Line Mills, and another at Carrolton, New York, for the same firm. After 
living in Smethport a few years he moved to Olean, New York, where he re- 
sided until his death in 1886. His wife lived about four vears longer and died 
in January, 1891. Both are buried in Woodlawn cemetery. Elmira. Their 
burial place is in one of the most beautiful spots in this fine cemetery. The 
plot was selected by him for a family burying lot, many years before, when 
the cemetery was first laid out, as he was one of the promoters of the project. 

All his life he was an active, cheerful man, and had a very large acquaint- 
ance and his friends were legion. He was always interested in the families of 
his brothers and sisters and often visited among them. In 1859 or 1860, he 
compiled and published, at his own expense. a record in chart form. of families 
of his father’s children, giving the names of each, with dates of birth and death, 
and as many of their children as were then born. He distributed this record 
freely among all the family. Many have carefully preserved this gift of his, 
and it has been of great help in compiling the present record. It would have 
been almost impossible to tabulate the family so completely, without its help. 

Four of his children are now (1923) living. Mrs. Susan W. Dearborn, 
of Olean, Mrs. Phoebe Josephene Rogers, of Chemung, Mr. Fred B. Georgia, 
of Olean, New York, and Mrs. Viola Freeman. of Du Bois, Pennsylvania. 
His children, grand and great-grandchildren now number one hundred and 
twenty-six. 
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FRED BURR GEORGIA 

Fred B. Georgia, son of Elijah Burr (5th) and Elizabeth (Butts) Georgia, 
was born August 26th, 1858. in the town of Elmira. New York. Ile was the only 
son of a family of nine children, that lived to grow up. One other son, Grant 
E., born in 1849, lived less than five months. 

He married Carrie Brewer, and they have two sons, Charles Arthur, and 
Earle B. Georgia. In 1882 he moved with his family to Olean, New York, 
and not long after entered the employ of the Erie Railway Company, and in 
1887 was made ticket agent at Olean. for that company. He has filled that 
position for 37 years and is still in the same place. To say that he has been 
a faithful and valued employee of that large corporation all these years, is 
to express it mildly. He possesses the characteristics of his family, honesty, 
sobriety and a love for his chosen occupation. 

His oldest son, Charles Arthur. was born at Southport, New York, in 
1887. He lives at East Oranue. New -Fetsey. 

Earle B. Georgia. the youngest son. was born in Olean, in 1894+. He en- 
listed with the 74th Regiment. Company G.. and went with the United States’ 
forces on that expedition to Mexico, just before the World War. Later he was 
in Company A, of the 87th Engineers. and was made Corporal at Camp Upton, 
New York, November 7th. 1915. Soon atter that. these troops were ordered to 
France and they were already on board of one of the large transports in New 
York harbor, ready to sail, when the Armistice was signed. IIe was honorably 
discharged at Camp Humphrey, Virginia, January Ist, 1919.

Her mother died when she was 5 years old, leav- 
ing six children older than she, and two younger. at home. Five of the oldest 
children were then married and keeping house. David and Homer were the 
two young boys left, David being three years old, and Homer three months. 
The father married again one year later. 

In 1843, Sally married Charles Bellis. a farmer. and went to housekeeping 
on a farm in the town of Danby, where they lived a few years and then moved 
to a farm in the town of Ithaca. Tere they lived for 20 years. About 1865 
they moved to a farm in the town of Newtield. where they spent the remainder 
of their days. One of the younger sons, Edyar S., now owns and lives on this 
farm. In 1844 their oldest child, Harriett. was born. Morgan was born .in 
1848, and Helen in 1849. Later six more children came, Henry the youngest, 
in 1865, making 9 in all. <All of these children married. except George, who 
died at two vears of age, and Edgar. Harriett died March 25th. 1922. The 
others are now (1924) living. None of Sally's children had large families, 
and there are only 7 grand. and 6 vreat-grandchildren now living. 

Sally's children are widely scattered. Helen, who married John C. Thomp- 
son, lives in Newfield village, Morgan A. in Everett. Washington, Henry B. 
in Sequim, Washington, which is in the very northwest corner of the United 
States of America. Court and William live in Ithaca, and Edgar in the town 
of Newfield. 

Sally died August 23rd. 1894, and is buried in King’s Cemetery, town of 
Ithaca. Her husband, Charles Bellis, lived 12 years after she died, and is buried 
in the same cemetery. 


LESLIE C. BELLIS 


Lesile C. Bellis, son of Court and Emma (Ilyres) Bellis. enlisted for serv- 
ice in the World War, August Ist, 1917, in the 23rd Infantry, 2nd Division. 
He was sent to France, September 6th, 1917. and was in seven of the largest 
battles of that war. Some of these engagements were at Verdun, Chatteau 
Thierry, St. Mihiel, and Argonne Muse. It was the 2nd Division that stopped 
the Germans at Belleau Wood, Chatteau Thierry, when they were the nearest 
to Paris. It was at this fight that he was vassed. Ie was with the American 
Army of Occupation, in Germany, about seven months, and at the end of his 
service he returned to his home in Ithaca, New York.

DAVID NORTH GEORGIA 


David N. Georgia, son of Miles and Sally Georgia, was born at Newfield, 
Tompkins County, New York, June 16th. Is2s. He was next to the youngest 
of fourteen children. Jlis boyhood was spent with his parents until he was 
eight or nine years old. Ife had very little opportunity to vo to school. Before 
he was ten pears of ave he was bound out to Lewis Fortner, who owned a farm 
and kept a tavern on the old turnpike road, from Ithaca to Catskill. Liquor 
was freely sold in those days. and whether it was his early training. er his 
seeing its effect on others, or the keepine power of the Lord, I never knew. 
However, he was wise enough to let it alone. He did use tobacco, but in 1876, 
he quit that and never used it again. 

When about twenty years of age, his brother, Orson Georgia, wanted him 
to come to Croton, (now Treadwell) work for him and learn the carpenter's 
trade. He bought off the remainder of his time and started with seventy- 
five dollars in his pocket. On the way he lost his pocket book and never found 
it, although he went back and looked for it. He married Lovina J. Fortner, 
of Dryden, Tompkins County. They lived at Croton, on a small farm. kept 
a few cows and worked at his trade. When their children were old enough to 
help, he traded his place in Croton, for a farm in West Meredith. where he 
lived until the time of his death, September 14th, 1899. Tle was twice married, 
his first wife died March sth, 1891, and later he married Fannie Reynolds.

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Section N. Book ONE, 
HOMER GEORGIA 


Homer Georgia was the 14th and last child of Miles and Sally (North) 
Georgia. For some months previous to his birth, his mother’s condition had 
been pitiable. In fact. she nearly lost her mind. However, after the child 
came, she recovered entirely in that respect. but other ills hastened her death- 
Homer was born in the same house where his 13 brothers and sisters first saw 
the light of day, in the town of Newfield. July Ist, 1833. His mother died on 
the third day of the followine October. As a boy. he wes odd and at times acted 
queerly. As a man, he lacked the push and ambition of his brothers and sis- 
ters, and depended a great deal on others. He married and had one son 
named Frank. They lived for a time in Georgia Hollow, East of Elmira, New 
York, where his brother, Elijah Burr Georgia. then owned and operated a 
saw mill. Some years later he visited some of his relatives and then seems to 
have disappeared. 

This is absolutely all the compiler is able to say concerning him. None 
of the family. inquired of. are able to give the least information as to where 
they lived later, or where they went or when either died. Neither is it known 
whether the son had a family, or not, or what became of him.

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HISTORICAL 


The principal story concerning the life of Elijah Burr Georgia (2nd) is 
related on the first pages of this Record. (See Book ONE). His history from 
the time he left New Milford, Connecticut, is of importance to all branches of 
the Georgia family. The fact that he selected the cold winter season for that 
journey, from a home of comparative comfort, in a New England state. through 
the wilderness to near the central part of New York state. shows him to have 
been a man of rare good judgment. Where many a pioneer of that time wallowed 
in rutted roads, teaming over hills and through deep forests, In the Spring and 
Summer months, to some new habitation, his was an easy passage over a snow 
and ice highway with only the discomforts of winter weather to bother him 
and his family. Then, too, his choice for a future home was a happy one. On 
a following page is a very clear description of the place he selected, as it is 


today. 


WILLIAM G. GEORGIA was the oldest son of Elijah Burr (2nd) and 
Keziah (Tense) Georgia, and was born in New Milford, Connecticut, May 8th, 
1804. He came with his parents to Newfield in 1813. He studied medicine, and 
Was a practitioner, instead of following the life of a farmer, and was known far 
and near as *‘ Doctor William."* He had a large practice in the town of Enfield, 
where he lived, as well as in Newfield and the surrounding country. He is 
credited with having been a very successful physician, and a man of ability and 
fine character. 

He was twice married. The headstones on his lot in a cemetery at Mecklen- 
burg, New York, where they are all buried, tell of the fact that his first wife 
was Clarissa, daughter of Nathan and Catherine Nivison, who died in 1842, at 
the age of 24 years. His second wife was Lusally (full name not given), who 
died in 1864, aged 40 years. Doctor William died twe years later, aged 62. He 
never had any children, but adopted a girl named Anna. What became of her 
is not known. 


NATHANIEL GEORGIA, the second son of Elijah Burr and Keziah 
(Tense) Georgia, was one of the four children born in Connecticut, and came 
to Newfield with his parents when about 7 years old. He married Melinda 
Dense, and followed the life of a farmer: raised a family of nine children, and 
is buried in the town of Van Etten, New York. One of his sons, the fourth child 
born, was given the name Elijah Burr, which made him the sixth one of the 
Georgia family to be called by that name. This son fought in the war of the 
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Rebellion for nearly two years, until honorably discharged. He belonged to the 
Third New York Artillery. He died in 1917, and is buried in the town of Van 
Eten. All of Nathaniel’s children, four daughters and five sons. followed the 
oceupation of farmers, three having homes in the town of Newtield, and six in 
Van Etten. 


ELIJAH BURR GEORGIA (4th) was the third son of Elijah Burr (2nd), 
and was one of the four children that eame to Newfield, in 1513 ,with the parents 
from Connecticut, and was at that time less than five years of age. He married 
Sally Jane Ogden, and had a family of ten children. There is scarcely any 
record of his life up to a certain time. except that the records of Tompkins 
County show that he did own some farm property in the town of Newfield. On 
a following page, that tells of the life of one of his sons, Augustus Jerome 
Georgia, it is related that he and his family left Newfield in 1546. They then 
began a journey, evidently seeking a better home. that in point of years equaled 
one-half of the wanderings of the children of Israel, before they reached a 
permanent location, at Pittsburg, Kansas. At the time they left Newfield, 
Elijah Burr was 38 years old and then had seven children, three being born 
after that. ; 

The information, as furnished by one of the family in the far west, fails 
to tell where he died, but by comparing dates, it seems that he lived to reach 
Kansas, and no doubt was buried in the then new town of Pittsburg. He died 
in 1863, and his wife lived eleven vears longer. 

This branch of the Georgia family are now all living in the states of Kansas, 
California, and Okhahome: many are farmers, others are in business and the pro- 
fessions. Two of the sons, Augustus Jerome, and Sylvester S., fought with the 
Union Army in the war of the Rebellion. 

William Alcorn, one of the grandsons of Elijah Burr, (4th) and son of 
Helen Augusta (Georgia) Alcorn, died in February, 1923. at his home near 
Montezuma, Kansas. He owned a large farm there and raised wheat and barley. 
Since his death his widow has managed the farm, with the help of some of the 
younger ones of their ten children. The farm is in the wheat section, on a vast 
level plain. Five of the children are married, the others are at home. Two 
of the girls, Vallery and Thyria, are in school fitting themselves for teachers. 

A granddaughter of Elijah Burr’s, Mrs. Alpha Wood Anderson, of Los 
Angeles, California, is connected with the Music Department of the schools 
of that city. : 


MILES RILEY GEORGIA, the fourth son of the pioneer, Elijah Burr 
Georgia (2nd), and the youngest of the four children born in Connecticut, was 
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six weeks old at the time his parents left New Milford. for Newfield, in the 
winter of 1813. Tle married Lavina Smith. and followed the occupation of 
farming. He also dealt in cattle and live stock of all kinds. and had the repu- 
tation of being one of the fairest men. of that time, in all his dealings. They 
had four children, all born in Enfield. New York. Some years previous to 
1860, he sold out and moved his family to Michigan, and located in the town 
of Bengal, near St. Johns. and bought a farm. Here he lived the remainder 
of his days. Here he also engaged in the stock buying business. and soon estab- 
lished the same reputation for honest dealing that he enjoyed in New York 
state. His grandchildren have heard him relate the story, as told to him 
by his parents. of that trip by team and sled. from Connecticut to Newfield, in 
cold weather when he was only six weeks old. Letters received from those who 
remember him. speak of him as being a very cheerful man. and always a wel- 
come Visitor wherever he went. 

He was a Baptist in religion. and took an active part in all religious matters. 
He died in 1891, and is buried in a small cemetery on the farm he owned, where 
his wife is also buried, who died four years previous. Other members of the 
family are buried there. This was a private cemetery for some years, but not 
long before his death he deeded it to the Bengal and Riley Baptist Church. 


NATHAN SCOFIELD GEORGIA was born in Newfield, New Yerk, May 
15th, 1815. He was the 5th son of Elijah Burr and Keziah (Tense) Georgia, 
and the first birth in the family after they came to Newfield, from Connecticut. 
His first wife’s name was Elizabeth, but her full maiden name is not known. 
They never had any children, but they did adopt a boy named Ansel. Nathan 
S. was a small farmer. and lived in the village of Newfield. He aiso was some- 
thing of a speculator and accumulated some property. In 1874 his wife died, 
and about a year later he married Mary (Goodsel}) Dawson. They had two 
children, William J.. born in 1876, and Ada A., born in 1880. Both of these 
married and have families. William lives in Elmira, New York. and the 
daughter in Niagara Falls. Nathan died in 1883, and is buried in a Newfield 
cemetery. 

The boy, Ansel, seems to have gone to Ohio early in life, and after a time 
became a farmer and owned some property. He married Sarah J. Harned 
wen he was about 20 years of age. They had 9 children, four of whom died 
young. The rest lived to have families. September Sth, 1864, he enlisted in 
Company F Fourth Michigan Volunteer Infantry, at Adrian, Michigan, and 
fought in the war of the Rebellion for nearly two years. He was honorably 
discharged May 26th, 1866. One of his sons, George W. Stout Georgia, lives in 
Toledo, Ohio, and has a large family of children and grandchildren. Another 
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son, William B. Georgia, is a business man of Waco, Texas. This branch of 
the family is characteristically Georgia, and an industrious and sturdy type of 
people. 


CYRENEUS 8S. GEORGIA was the sixth son of Elijah Burr and Keziah 
(Tense) Georgia, and was born in Newfield. New York, September 13th, 151s. 
He married first. Margaret Harvey. They had three children, Olive who died 
when about four years of age, Bettie. born June 6th, 1545, and Stilson B.. born 
February 13th, 1840. Bettie married John W. Lovell, who died in 1892. They 
had one son, Charles B. Lovell. Bettie resides with her son in Interlaken, New 
York. Stilson B. married Prudie E. Lanning, and had four children. three of 
whom are living in the states of South Dakota, and Minnesota. He died in 
1917. His widow lives at Woonsocket, South Dakota. Cyreneus S. married for 
his second wife Mary Lovell. They had two sons, Charles E.. born in 1857, and 
Jerome L., born in 1863. Charles E. married Cena L. Brink. They had two 
children. Jerome L. married Ella M. Miller and lived near Trumansburg, 
New York. Thay had three children. two of whom are living. They also have 
two grandchildren, Thelma and Marion Havens, children of their daughter who 
married Harry Havens. 

Cyreneus was a farmer and lived in the town of Enfield, Tompkins County, 
at the time of his death. He seems to have located first in the town of Hector, 
where his first wife died. She is buried in the Harvey burying ground, as was 
their first child Olive. Later he went to Enfield, where he lived for many 
years. He was a man of fine character and a successful farmer. Ile died Sep- 
tember 9th, 1901, and his wife in 1910. Both are buried at Mecklenburg, 
Schuyler, County. 

After the six sons mentioned in the foregoing sketches. there seems to have 
been three daughters born to Elijah Burr and Keziah Georgia. They were 
Laura, Sarah, and Alma. In the various lists of the family of children of 
Elijah Burr (2nd) that has been sent in. all three of these daughters have been 
listed as younger than the sons, although no dates of birth have been given. In 
a report, received from the Census Department at Washington, of the census 
taken in 1850, Laura is reported by the census taker as being the oldest of the 

family, and is recorded as being insane. From another source a writer mentions 
hersas ‘‘mildly insane.’’ Another tabulator says that she married a man by 
the name of Campbell. But it is believed that this is an error. She must have 
been at home when the census of 1850 was taken, else her name would not have 
been on the report at all. As there are plainly some errors made at that time 
by the census taker, the Compiler believes that her age as given was also an 
error. 
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Sarah is said to have married a man named Tompkins, and settled in Ohio. 
No attempt has been made to locate any of her descendants, if there are any, as 
the time of her marriage is so long past that it would have been futile. 

Alma married Timner Niles in 1850, and soon after went somewhere in 
Pennsylvania to live. There are a number of old families by the name of Niles, 
in and around Wellsboro, Tiega County. and a long search was made all through 
that section of the state. A number of people there became interested, and did 
much to help in various ways. Searched records: examined tax and poll lists that 
reached back for a long period of years. but no one by the name of Timner Niles 
was found. Neither could any person remember of ever having heard of that 
name. There is no record of the birth or death of Laura, Sarah or Alma Georgia. 


AUGUSTUS JEROME GEORGIA 
By ALPHA Woop ANDERSON, Los ANGELES, CAL. 


Augustus Jerome Georgia was born August 23rd, 1835. in the town of New- 
field, New York. His father, Elijah Burr Georgia 4th, was a farmer. In 1846 
his father moved his family to Tioga County, and in 1850 to Bradford County, 
Pennsylvania. In 1852, they returned to Tioga County and located at Waverly. 
In the fall of 1854 they moved to Kalamazoo, Michigan, and in 1860 to Lowa. 
After the close of the Civil War they left Iowa and went to Kansas. locating near 
the present site of the city of Pittsburg. . 

He attended the public schools of the various communities in which he was 
reared. At the age of sixteen he applied for admission to the public schcols of 
Waverly, New York. Passing the examinations he was assigned to classes in 
higher mathematics. including algebra and geometery, natural philosophy and 
physiology. He afterward attended the Cresco Institute. in Michigan, for two 
terms. Ile began teaching in Michigan, his first school being in Kalamazoo 
County, and after that taught in Branch, Calhoun, and Allegan Counties. 

He married Edith Bennett. of Colon, Michigan, April 4th. 1860, and in the 
fall moved to Iowa, where he continued to teach until the summer of 1862. He 
enlisted in Company E. Twenty-Eighth Iowa Infantry, and served until the 
close of the war. After this he went to Kansas. Here he followed the plow 
during the summer, and taught in the winter until the fall of 1574, when he was 
elected Superintendent of Schools for Crawford County. During his term of 
office the town of Pittsburg was laid out, where he moved at its expiration. In 
January, 1877, he was appointed Postmaster of Pittsburg. a position he held 
until 1884. Ile then engaved in the Real Estate and Insurance business. Re- 
publican in politics, he took an active interest in publi¢ affairs, served several 
terms as councilman, and on the Board of Education, of Pittsburg, Kansas. He 
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was a member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and worked diligently in the 
Prohibition movement. In 1910 he moved to Sawtelle, California, where he lievd 
at the time of his death, November 22nd, 1917. 


THE OLD FARM OF ELIJAIL B. GEORGIA (2ND), NEWFIELD, 
NEW YORK 

The following is a deseription of the ELIJAIL BURR GEORGIA farm, as 
it appeared in 1922. This land was, in 1813. when Elijah and his family came 
there, covered with a dense growth of the original forest trees of pine, hemlock, 
and various kinds of hardwood. That they were fortunate in their selection for 
a future home, is quite apparent from this very clear pen picture, of this place, as 
written by Mr. John C. Thompson, of Newfield, December 9th, 1922. 


“*The Elijah B. Georgia farm is situated in the southern part of the town 
of Newfield, about three miles from the village of Newtield, and contains 128 
acres of land. It les in nearly a square body, having a highway for a boundary 
on the west, and also a highway on the east. running parallel with each other. 
There is another highway running through this farm from east to west, that is 
a little to the north, of the middle of the farm. The farm buildings are located 
on this highway, about half way from east to west. ‘The present house ts on the 
south side of the road, as is also one barn. The other buildings are on the 
north side.- 

There is an old house on the north side of this road, a little to the west of 
the other house. Near this old house is one of the best springs of water in the 
town, and it has supplied a **watering place’’ on the highway for at least 35 
years, as the writer well knows. It has never been known to fail in a large 
supply of water, which is very cold in summer, and does not freeze in winter. 
It also furnishes water for all the stock kept on the place in the winter. 

’ The southern part of this farm is used mostly for pasture land. and is 
well watered by a small stream running through the farm. from west to east. 
This stream is yet known as the **Georgia Creek,"’ deriving its name from Elijah 
B. Georgia, the owner of this farm in an early day. The farm is what would 
naturally be called a hill farm, and has been kept in good condition and it well 
adapted for the growing of any farm crops. I have seen splendid crops of wheat, 
corn, oats, barley, buckwheat and hay growing there. The land slopes a little to 
the east, but not so much but that a grain-hinder or any other farm machinery 
can be used on any part of the land on which crops have been grown. It is a 
veryNnice soil to work, and the Finlander that owns it now is making good.”"

ELMER A. GEORGIA WILLIAM W. GEORGIA 
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ELIJAH BURR GEORGIA Ist 


The father of this branch of the Georgia family came from Wales, during * 
the war of the Revolution, with an older brother. They located for a time in 
New Milford. Conneeticut. There the brother, William, married and had four 
children, and, owing to a disagreement with his wife concerning their going to 
Wales, with the children, he left them and never returned. (See first pages of 
this Record.) The first authentic account we have of this younger one, Elijah 
Burr Georgia, is taken from an old History of Delaware County, New York. 
published many years ago. It says that ** Elijah Georgia and Keziah Stewart 
were the first settlers to marry.”° This agrees with the traditions of the family, 
that their first forbear in America married a Stewart. 

In the year 1793 many of the people of New Milford, Connecticut, came to 
Meredith, New York, and settled. They seem to have been encouraged by one, 
Nathan Stilson, who in 1791, purchased 500 acres of timbered land. near the 
present site of Meredith. Amony these early settlers we find the names of 
Nathaniel Stewart, Truman Stilson, Daniel North, whese daughter Sally later 
married Miles Georgia, and others. This movement seems to have brought along 
the young man, Elijah Burr Georgia. and later his marriage to Nathaniel 
Stewart's daughter occurred. They had one son who they named Elijah Burr. 
after his father. That made the third one to be called by that name, at that 
time. It cannot be learned that they ever had any other children, at any time. 
Neither is it now known where they settled, or when or where they died. Some 
have claimed that they later settled and lived in North Hampton, Massachusetts. 
An inquiry there fails to find any one by the name of Georgia. A search of a 
list of all inscriptions, taken from the tombstones in all of the cemeteries of 
that city and near by towns, also fails to give the name of any one named Georgia. 

However, the young boy, Elijah Burr (3rd), seems to have gone with his 
grandparents. the Stewarts, and was brought up by them. He married Electa 
Saphronia Hill, was a farmer and lived in Delaware County all his life. They 
had six children. He died July 24th, 1554. at the age of 57. Ilis death is said 
to have been caused by a stroke of lightning. Tlis descendants have, with few 
exceptions, remained in Delaware and Otsego Counties. They are a sturdy, 
steady going people, and mostly farmers. 


WILLIAM W. GEORGIA 


William W. Georgia was the youngest of the six children born to Elijah 
Burr (3rd) and Electa Saphronia Georgia. His father was the founder of that 
branch of the Georgia family in Delaware County, New York, and was the only 
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son of Elijah Burr Georgia (1st), who came from Wales, and Keziah Stewart- 
Georgia. 

William married Abia M .Munson, and they began housekeeping in the town 
of Franklin. <Atter some years they moved on a farm in the town of Morris, 
where they lived at the time of his death. They had seven children, two sons and 
five daughters. In 1864, September Ist. he enlisted to serve as a private in the 
war of the Rebellion. About the middle of that month he was mustered into 
the service for one year in Company ID) 144th New York Volunteer Infantry. 
He was transfered, October 6th, 1864, to Company C. First New York Engineers, 
where he remained until July 3rd, 1865, when he was honorably discharged at 
Hilton's Head, South Carolina. He died January 20th. 1905, at the age of 75 
years.
